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INTRODUCTION. 


THE Vatt Number of Books whidhtKel^eii^ndPreft 
have prckluced, has made all Lovers of Liferacure 
rfefiroi^^ of knowing> by fothe comperidfous Me- 
thods, what has been written i'fi the feyeral Sciences to whiclij 
they have appropriated their Sfiidi^s : And this Defire grows 
mOTtf imdoYCariate, as the Difficulty dhcreafes of fetisfying 
it; theWofks of the Learned m'uldplyitig fo niuch beyonj 
the Accounts whicR are given of them, and our Attehcioni; 
h?eing emgrbfled to the Regard only oifome few Writers, by 
thofe very;tiieaiis, whicK might be uifed to give us a. tolerable 
fiOtice or a% who any ways deferve k. 

For IcWr^'Attfempts have indeed been made,.rn mafi/j 
Coontrfesry- tcj'piaftify in fome ifieafufe, this univerfal Cu- 
riofity"; pik'iUEhglandy efpecially, by fuch riarrtiw and cir- 
tumrcrrtied Schemes, . as have left tiiany ImpedlmeQCs. ta 
the Advalt6ettoetlt of human Knowledge unremov'd/ FOc 
thro* the Etefedt of fuch Intelligence, in its proper Extent ^ 
how many AiiffHotts have we, who are confuming theiir^ 
Time, their Quiet and their Wits, in fearching after tha^ 
Whidl isdttferpaft firidii^, ot already found? In adtplnW 
at rtie fendtratibrts themfS ves have iriade,,tho^ totheRiria 
onty, ih thofe vdry Branches of. Science which their Fore- 
fath^ShaVepferced to theKth? And how man v, vfhonuouU 
he AvritsotSy as'ejfcelleht as e^ef appeared, hadtpey butfiictf 
rtatli' or models laid before them, as Hiight iiiduce" ihe'raL 
to marfifal their Thoi%hts irito a tegular Order i or did they 
bat know Where' to iiieieC with Concurrence of Opinion^ 
wrtB'Afgtitnetits;. Authorities Or E^^mpfes, trf corroborate' 
afld rifjen thei^ CeeWng Q)6ceptb^^^ [ , ' ; '. 

Agafa-^ bad mdi. Intefligence been difperled hi its du^ 
Scope and Latiwdd, hoW man;^ feOoKsEtiEitS; WhOWOUldf 
i^her ie imposed upon thcrofelvcs, with mere Tranfcripts 
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of obfolete and obfcurc Works, for modern CompoGdoiyt' 
nor imfofe upon otbersj fo much to the Difcredicof dieirTradc^ 
and, in the main, to their own Difadvantage, either fuch 
injudicious Valuations of fome old Books, or (o many im- 
mamre Publications of new ones ^ when the {ame Subjeds 
are already more (ignificantly handled at their very Elbows, 
but mourning in a kind of Sackloth and Aflies, for that Rj6- 
vival^ they might at a much.ea(ier Expence, bepreferr'd to ^ 
knew the Pofleilbrs but where, even in t\kdc own Shops t(» 
6nd them ? Nor yet would'they impofi upon thm/ilves the 
LofTes they often fo voluntarily do, of turning thofe very 
Pieces to Wafte-paper, which to fome Reader or other would 
he moft acceptable, knew the one how to communicate^ 
and the other, how xocompafs iht Contents thereof. 

Laftly, how many Readers, who would not be glad of 
attaining to Knowledge the (horteft way, feeing the Orb 
thereof is fwoln to fuch a Magnitude, and Life but fuch a 
Spantografpit? How many, who have not fome Curiofity 
to know the Foundations of thofe Tenets upon which they 
fo fecurely truft their Underftandings? Or where theFoot- 
ftepsofthofe Precepts and Precedents may be found, which 
have given Direction to fo many modern Performances? 
Who would not embrace the moft likely means to deted 
the vile Grievance of Plagiarifm, and deter io many difad- 
vantageous Repetitions of the fame thing? What Reader 
woQld not think it convenient to be apprised of the Worth 
of Authors, before he save them place in his Study or Efteem, 
by fome previous Cnaraders or little Analyfis of what is 
comprixed in them? And who would not 6nd it commo- 
dious to have the opportunity of revifing the Library of 
which he is, he has been, or may be poffels*d, in faithful 
Portraits thereof, at fuch Times and Places in which be 
cannot come at the Originals? In a word, if he be ignorant, 
who would not covet to enlarge his Knowledge ? If he be 
knowing, who would not willingly refreOi bis Memory ? 
And yet all the Expedients we have to accommodate the Cu- 
fipusi^with fo many Difiderata^ are only fome fiiperficial 
Cataioguesy either of Authors^ rather than their Works, or 
of the Works of Authors only, in fome one peculiar place 
of Education, or in fome (ingle Science,* or elfe, thofe 
which have been moft curforily taken of fome particular 
Libraries , and alfo a few ExtraSs^ limited to the Re$:om^ 
mendation only of fome Daodern Writers: V . 
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As for our Catalogues of Books, they are generally, 
and indeecj neceflarily, thro' the great Charge and Hurry 
which attend the making and printing them at proper June* 
turcs, fo fliort and defeftive, that we cannot often under- 
fiand, by the two or three Words they beftow upon a Vo- 
lume, the very Title, nor fometitries the Size, nor freqi;encly 
the Time when it was printed, much lefs the Matter treated . 
of therein : So that many Gentlemen, who live renxote 
from the Places where our Sales an4Au(5ions are made, are| 
by the blind and doubtful Informations whiSSh thefe Cata- 
logues afford them j both led to over-look fome Books which 
they have moft occafion for, and to give CommifSons for 
the Purchafe of ochers, bv which they are utterly difappointed, 
as anfwering in no wife tneir Expedation, Nay, many who 
have Opportunities even of being prefent where fuch Libra- 
ries are difpofed of, do ftill, after Examination, Qommonly 
meet with no lefs Difappointment. For the bare and naked 
Titles of Books, cfpecially fo contraded, are infufficient to 
explain them at beft, or when their Contents are ingenuouflj^ 
dcfign'd to be fignified by the Titles ; but, on the contrary^ 
the Titles of many are often mere Paradoxes, EnigmaSj^ and . 
even Contrarieties to the Subjeds or Arguments maintained 
in them ; and are fo difguifed, many times^ thro' Artifice,; 
by the Authors, Editors, and Bookfellers themfelves, to de- 
ceive the Purchafer, and catch him by the Purfe. This 
Deceit will laft as teng as Books, if the other Expedient of 
Extra&s is not more effedually put in execution, than it 
has hitherto been done. 

For Extracts indeed would have prevented all thefe In- 
conveniencies, had they been employ'd in a Scheme, only 
as comprehenfive, as it is obvious to befuggefted Buttho* 
it is above fifty Years fince fuch Extrafts of Books were firfl: 

Eublifli'd in Englandy yet do all, or the greateft part which 
ave been here made, refpeftonlythe Worksof afew con- 
temporaryWriters ; as if it Were a Hiame not to be ungrateful, 
and trample thofe Prcdeceflbrs into Oblivion, by the help 
of whofe Learning and Abilities, the Moderns have improved 
their own. But this is a very partial and pernicious kind of 
Flattery, fo to celebrate and compliment the Learning and' 
Genius of the prefent Times, thatPofterity may not believe 
any before them worthy of their notice : For thofe who ex-^ 
tend not their Khbwledge beyond their own Age, muft not 
onlylofe the nobleft Inheritance of their Anceftors, but in- 
ftri^ their Succeflbrs to imitate their Example, and deal 
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the fame ]»eaiar45to (be-frifj(^9^, which tfaeTe ^V'p d^^U tQ 

For thefe Rcafons,' ^ many others, in which aa intelli- 
gent RqadertDight fpreffalliis, we think it high tiqf^^ tojbc- 
gin with an Undcrtakipg which may incjude bath thofe Ex- 
pedients to their full Advantage, in a Catalogue more com- 
plete, as to the Titles of Books, which alone would be no 
inconfid/srable Improvement upon what has hpm don6> 
and an ExttaS more unlinYited, as (o the Times in which 
they were wricteij, ;han have hitherto oppear'd among us j 
fo as to facilitate the rooft ufefiiLRefearches of thp Living, 
by a general Regifterof^ or Direftory tp^he moft ootabis 
Particulars in the lyabours of the Dead. ■ 

And the more diredlly to profecute this Attempt, it is 
fomprehended under theXitleof theB;R.iTisH L^qrablia^ : 
For not only becaufe Matters of our own Ob(ervat4Qii are 
generally moft applicable to us, or becaufe the rupning iatq 
pooksof aJlCoiincries, woqld make it a Work of which we 
fjould never hope to fee any End, or tolerable Progreft ; but 
fhiefly becaufe ourPains and Refpedareprincipsiliydue to pur 
own Country; becaufe ^libfuch Service thereuiuahas beeq 
poftnegieded) gnd becaufe the Language tberepf is moft 
cxtenfively ufeful to our own People, we ihall <x>nfine our- 
ielves to pur owo Authors ; ^nd ibme indeed of thofe Fot 
reigners jikewife, who. are either become as it werenatura-* 
lizd among us, by Tranilations, or have 4c|ferved to befoi 
by treating of Englijb AflFairs, ' . 

By calling this Work of our Librarian a umf^ndiQUS 
'^evkw iyc AhftraQy we prpppfe hot always a minute and 
entire Epitome of every Bpok* which woula niake ^ Scheme 
of this Compafs fb tedious and voluminous, that we knowi? 
pot whether our Readers or ourfelves would be firft wearied 
in going thro' it. BeGdes, ej^cellent Authors, fp ferv'd. 
Would never fatisfy curious Readers ; 2nd thofe Authors whp 
cannot claim that Chara<5ter, would either npt deferve fuch 
diftindion, or not be fuffer'd, by the Attention which other9> 
equally deferving, would aUb demand, to exa(3: fuch par- 
ticular Cognizance, in a Work of fuch a general Nature, 
Qur Bufinefs therefore cannot be fo much to delight Read- 
ers with the Flowers of Books, or fatisfy them with aftnootli 
Contextqre of all the Realbns and Ai^uments in tbeoi, 48. 
to poitit out thole Heads or Topicks, wbichy like (p maoyr 
Streams and Rivulets that feverally arife in the Provipises 
of Literature) piav beft direift them to the Fou0uuq$ tliem* 
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Uvcs, wberis lev^y ; Aetdcr /wtl tacraft «iiofe Pitrts/mi 
ihok Prgpomcffii^ /wbi^ bo Eptcomflt xjb xto ibr him. 
So that \^ chis.Compefviium of Hlots iaii Advertifenitetits 
concernii:^ t))C n»oft observable Bcrfijas^^jd Ptaces, ^imts 
and Things, ^bicb iiavje been fpoteaof iothe Wfititigs of 
Men, is intended a Pramptm^ry onlyj to iheScarchof thofe 
Wrkings, «$ the wpft ready means to expoiite the Atiain- 
cneoi; of wbaf every one i$ ieeking. For as the ^ceReiit 
Ijord Boion com^ina, ^ ^^ learned Men -want foch In^t^. 
«« /prw of efery thi«g in Art and Nacup^ as rich Men 
/« baw of ttfeir Eftaiss/' Here rfifen, we hope to fiippV 
that Want, by giving not only fiicb Invencoriee of all thbfe 
things, but, aub^facne time, a Reference to- the Obferva- 
tions in tbeir Auibors which have been further made on . 
rhem^ and not only that,- but oftentimes ^athas beertobr- 
,^^e4^vcn of tjiie Aiuhprs alio. And this more expr^H^, 
afc^r prefenting kc& of all their Titles, comtnonly at lengtH, 
in a manner as iagi4eably diverfified as tbe Authors will con- 
i^emcotly permit^ fonittimss with. Reaibns lor the Choice 
of them i ^ traofient Vi®*^ bf the Drift or Defign, and Con- 
jeiHs of tbofe we revive ; fome Notice of their Vouchee 
and Authorities; fome Sketcfaes of their chief Arguments or 
Exami^s ; fixne Indiqation of their Method, ^d Itrftatrces 
pf their Stile, occafionallv, as they yield Matter moftlikdv 
to heferviceable^ with Ch;irader8aHbfometimes fiibjoto\j^ 
which others have given of them.

Then alfb, 
as much} generally, asOpportunity will allow, of the various 
Sciences in «very Number, for the like Re^on, that Read* 
ers of different Studies may thefooner be inform'd of whdt 
they are enquiring after. For a Publication Ttf^^^f//^ ^d*- 
sefted, or Chronologicalfyj would be impra&icable, unlefs a 
Man had all the Books in the Kingdom together at once^ 
to methodise, before he fee out : And then it wouU be 
very inconvenient, by attradingonly one Set of Readers to 
that one Branch, and making all the reft wait till theCourfe 
of their rdTpedive Studies arofe^ by which they would yet 
}o[e many, pertinent .-Oigreffions upon their own Subjeas^ 
which would occur in the different Sciences ; for they inter* 
change, and'ibme Subjeds are often to be found in Boeks 
ofall Sciences, while other Books would be denied admiffion 
under anyone of them, becaufe thef do not diftinftlypro- 
fefs any, or dire&ly treat of all. Moreover, the Sale of Ibme 
Sciences woiild, in that ca(e, be fo unproportionable too- 
thers, that it would be a great Oifcouragement to the Under* 
taking, and render the Edition of the whole, in many parts, 
incomplete. Befides, this abftra£fced Revival of Books, in- 
depenaent of each other, as to the Subjeds, was never ob- 
jeaed to any other Schemes of Abridgment, which have 
been, or are cairried on, in Latin^ Wremthj or Englifb ; the 
Readers well knowing, how eaiily they maybe direaed to 
what they waot> by TsUes and Indexes annexed to every 
Volume. 

Thus we are not under any Anxiety about what Authors

^ce that wiucb is look'd for in this Number, may arife in 
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tbenext: Nor are we under any Appreheafioo ef beii^: 
tnifiiXiDftrued to pledge our own Judgmenc for ihe Merics'of 
all the Authori wc (mU rerive, fince whatever they arc ef- 
ftmtialljt 'tis the ApplicMion of them, thcUfetowhichthey 
are converccd, that makes tbcm egeSuaiij good or bad \ 
wherefere, it is in the fir^i^rf Power to make few Autbart 
unworthy ofTuch Revival. However, wc fhall ufe our 
bell tnneavours to pleafe them, and always be liibmil&ve 
to better Judgments ] So tliatif any Impromnent of our

This laft Edition, or another much 
about the fariie time, . which John Jojfelim gave of it from an- 
other MS. is bat little more perfect than that firft, which was 
remitted into the Blhliothica Fatrum: Bat thelateft and beft ia 
in Dr. G^/s CoUedion of ancient £«^/^ Hiftorians, 3 vol. Fol. 
Oxon^ 1684. who had the advantage of a more ancient and bet- 
ter Cbpy, as Bp. Nicholfin obferves. The Life of Gi/das is writ* 
teii at large by Caradoc of Lancar^an, and by an Anonymous 
Author, publiih*d by yohn a Bofio in Biblioth, Florent. alio more 
briefly in Bale^ Fits, and FulUr^i Worthies ; which laft wonders, 
fiot without ReaTon^that GirardVoJfiui (hould attribute a Comedy 
inP/tftf/tfj to this our Gildas, upon fuch (lender Grounds as he there 
mentions. As to his Character, Milton tells us, Tliat Gildas is 
every way preferable, in fpeaking of the BritifiWdxit to the Saxon 
Writers, and a good Reafon heeives fbrit: becaufe Gildas wzn 
nothing conceited of the ^W/j/^ Valour, whereas the ^aji^0/» ever 
inagnified their ownPocds. Vide M//. BiJ. of Brit* Lib. 3.

Brttijb Rulers in general; next, gives particular Chara&em 
of five of them ; beginning with the Tyrant Confantine 
then living, his Perfidioufnefs, the Murders he committed 
under the Habits of the Saintly Amphahak^ \)\% Adult^rief 
and other Impieties. Then proceeds to Aurelius Conanus^ 
whom he reproaches in like . manner : With equal Severity 
he (courges Fort/fer^ a wicked Son of a good King. Nor 
does he iefs chaftife ^uneglajfej i\\^t golden Butchery 2$ hi^ 
Name inports j and concludes with the like Execrations ar 
gainft that Dragon of the Ijland^ Maglocune^ who furpjfled 
many Tyrants, as in Power, fo in Mifchief. Here hcfixbr 
joins the Menaces denounced againft thefe and f^ch like 
wicked Priqces, by the facred Oracles of Hdy Scriptiu'e« 
After which follows a Traniition from the Ovtl to the Ec^ 
cle^aftical Corri|ptio|is ; and here he inveighs againft the 
Vices of thetHlergy no leis frcjely than he had doQe againft. 
thofe in the State 9 which, with feven^l Examples ftom the 
New Teftaifient and ibme Fathers of the Churcn, concludes 
tUs his Efifile to the Britains. 

This Tranjiation of the faid Efifile^ appears to have been 
made near the firft Entrance of the Scottijb Line upon the 
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Throne oVBngland^y as the Editor tells us, and while the

fhatj not according to the vulgar Yerfion, as Poiydore Virgil 
has obferv'd ^ with an Anfwer alfo to this Author's erro- 
neous Obfervation upon the ViocUfian Perfecution fron^ 
G/AAi/hitnfelf. Then he ftrives more favourably to inter- 
pret the Inveftives wherewith Gildas has been accufed to 
have afperfed the JBritains by Sir John Price, as that our 
Author having already recorded their praife-worthy Deeds 
ill his Chrvniele, eked by Henry of Huntington^ intended now 
to admpnifh them x)f their rcproveable Adlions only in this 
"Bfifihy according to what G/7^^jr fays in his own Prologue 
to it : " That he does not now determine fo much to re- 
^ port the Dangers of the bloody Battles of moft valiant Sol- 
, ♦* diers, as the Perils of flotbful Men/* In like manner, the 
Tranflator excufes the Characfter of fo much Barbarfty given 
to the Scotch^ TiBs^ and Irifb by our Author, as alfo his 
hard Cenfures of the Saxons and Engiijb; fo defcends frona 
the ancient Union of thefe Nations, to that which was then 
on foot between the E»^///5 (including the JJr/jri/^) and the 
Scotch:, and becaufe of K. ^ames'sDeCceni from theBIoo4 
Jloyal of thefe three Nations, concludes .with a Motion to 
finite alfo die Titles of his Dominions under the general Name 
of Grkat Britain.

♦ Althd* this Dialogue is undated, it may appear to have beei^ 
printed at the Beginning of our Reformation ; and tho' the Au- 
thor^s Name was not yet publilh'd to it, it is well known to havq^ 
been written by that famous Clerk and Schoolman William 
of OcpHAM, io called from being born in' a Village of that 
Name in Surrey, as Camden and others have obferv'd. It was 
written hy our Author (b early as the Year 1305, if the MS* 
Ijote on the Copy before ni« is right. There was another E* 
dition of it afterwards in i540,wheTein it is faid to be written by 
WiUiam of Off i6^»», the .great Philofopher, in Englijhwiii Latift. 
[Extat.Lat. inGoldaft Monarch, T.Ed,'] The Author was Scholar 
to Jahv Duns Scotus, and afterwards, i\is.

Guardian, Le^s of Bavaria the Emperor, whofe Court wasf 
his Sandtuary, but he was excommunicated by the Pope ; and 
the Mailers of Paris condemned him for an Heretic, and burnt 
'jiiis Books ; which Fuller conceives to be the Caufe why Luther 
was fo vers'd in his Works, wJiich he had at. his Fingers endsj 
'being the fole Schoolman in his Library whom he efteem'd. 
'Thfe Pope being afterwards, it feems, reconciled to him, he was 
' i'eftore4 to his State with' the Repute of an Jcute Schoolman, 
Foxy' m his BoD^ ofMartyrsl Ed. 1576. fol. 376. fays, that in

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Princes, and the Church be exempted from contributing of 
it5 Riches in time pf needj either for the Relief of the Poor 
or theSecurity of the Nation where they abide; as may ap- 
pear by the following Abftra<9t thereof. 

Clericus begins with complaining how much the Ec- 
clcfiaftical Rights are invaded, and what wrongs the Clergy 
endure againft all Law. Miles asks him, what Law is? 
And he anfwers^ the Ordinances of the Popes, and Decrees 
of the Fathers. Miles allows that what they have hereto- 
fore ordain'd in Matters of Temporality, may be Law to 
the Clergy, but not to the Laity ^ none having power to 
ordain Statutes of Things, over which they have no Lord- 
ihip; therefore, that he, latefy, laugh'd heartily, when he 
heard that Pope BonifactNW\. had m^e a new Statute, that 
he himfelf fliOuld be above all fecular Princes^and Kingr 
doms; and that he needed but to put it into Writing, and 
all things were his: If he would have my Caftle, my Town, ' 
my Field, my Money, or the like, he need but to will, to 
write, and decree it, and he's entitled to thofe Things. 
Then Clericus would derive this Authority from Chrifi 
himfelf: To whom it is ftid in the Ffalms^ .jf^k of mejtnd 
I wi/l give Nations tQ thine Merit age^ aTid all the World About 
to thy Foffejjion: And of whom it is written, i Tim, 2. That 
he is King ofKingSy and Lord of Lords. Then he argues from 
Xhefaith of Holy Churchy that Veter was ordain'd Chrifi's fiill 
Vicar for himfelf and Succeflbrs, fo has the fame Power over 
Temporalities as Chrip had. But here Miles diftinguiflies 
two States of Chrift-y one of his Hutfiility, the other of his 
Power and Majeity: The former, from the Time that he 
took Fleih and Blood to his Paffion j the latter, after his Re- 
furredlion^ when he faid, All Poiver is given to me in Ifea^ 
ven and Earth: That Peter was ordain'd Chrifi^sYic^r for 
the Scate of his Humility, and to follow him in thofe Things 
which he did in that State, or to exercife, that Power which

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he, as mortal Man^ did; and not that which after bis Glo- 
rification he rcceiv'd. Here it is proved from Scripture that 
Cbrllt neither had, nor pretended to a temporal Kingdom^ 
and that Vetet had not by his Commiffion the Keys of the 
Kingdom of Earth given him, but of Heaven; that he was 
Chr^'s Vicar in the Godly Kingdom of Soul^ and noq ia 
Temporal Lordfbsp of Caftles and Lands: And this again is 
proved out of St. Paul. Then Clericus flies to another 
Aigument^ for feeing it allow'd that Holy Church may 
correS Sins, he infers, that be who has to do in the know- 
ledge of Sin, muft know and deem in Right and Wrong; 
and fince there is Right and Wrong in Temporal Mattcr% 
the Pope ought confequently to rule and deem in Temporal 
CaufeS. But Miles having fliew'd the Abfurdity of this 
Sophifm, and that Right and Wrong in Temporal Matters, 
are to be judg'd by Temporal Laws, proves this alfo out of 
Scripture; where even in cafe of the People's Difobedience 
to thofe Laws, it appears the Clergy are only to admonifti 
and warn them that they befuhje^ to Prmcesy and in an- 
other Place that every Soul mall \)q fuhje6i to the highet 
Powers^ which excepts not the Clergy themfelves. *' And 
*^ if you will needs be knowing in fuch Caufes, fays he, be- 
^^ caufe Wrong and Sin are Unk'd together j it belongs to 
^ you to know and deem in Caufes of Wedlock^ I pray 
•* will you therefore fay it follows, that you ihall know and 
** deem of all that belongeth thereto, for the knitting i^ the 
« Deed?* So advifes him not to intermeddle in the fudg- 
mcnt of Things which concern Temporality,* " For fo 
^< much as ye ufiirp and take upon you that which belong 
** to others, it is right mete that ye fuffer as ye do." Then 
Clericus asks if he can deny that the Temporal Power 
(hould be ferviceable to the Spiritual? Miles allows the- 
Temporality fliould be fo far ferviceable to them, as to find 
thofe who worfliip and ferve God all that is neceflary for 
them^ that in the old Law they .were handfomely provided 
for, but not thereby ordain'd any Temporal Kingdom or 
Lordihip^ for what kind of Lordmip was appointed the Mi- 
niftry, may appear from four or hve Places of Scripture 
here quoted: from whence it is demanded, <i Lo to whom 
« doth Chrift and his Apoftle Pii»/ liken you? To Work- 
^ men, to hfred Men, and Oxen^ and not to Kings. I pray 
« you, be Workmen, and hired Men, Lords of Things ? 
• Then it feemeth that Temporalitiis are granted you to 
^ help your Livix^ and for Charge of Spiritual Admini- 
*" * « ftratioDa 
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*^ ftration, and mtfQvLordfbip': And qf'tlie5p/r/V««4 it*^ 
5* written in \!he L^W (jf Mojes ; tfe'erd ye be fikeded toad 
** Ox that threfhes; for whichit is encrugh to take his Meat, 
« though he fill all the Barn with his Travail." A little far- 
ther CLericus is fpr allowing Princes to enjoy their Tern- 
poraliticfs, «< And let them fuffer us, fays he, in Peace witji 
** ours.** But Miles canndt allow this to be any ways rea- 
ft)nablei For, fays he, we are to fee the Wills of pur Fore- 
fathers fulfiird. Who gave you thefe Temporalities fo pleri- 
tiftillf, that you Ihould difpofe both of them and yOurlelv^^ 
to charitable Pdrpofes, to the Health of our Souls and the 
Honour of God;, to praying for the Dead and relieving the 
Wants of the Living; " Biit ye do nothing fo^ ye fpend 
** away your Temporality in finful Deeds and Vanity; ye 
** recke not fbr Honefty, no rior for your own Law, nor 
<* for Dedes of Mercy and Charity, but in folly, and lfo~ 
^ bance, and iri liking of this World, ye difpend all that was 
" giveh you for an holy Intent. Shall riot his Wages be' 
* ftopped who Will not do Dtcdso^ Knigkthoodl He that 
" holdech of another, and doth not his due OfEce and Ser- 
^^ vice, he fhali lofe and forgo his F^^." Here he bringjs 
In the Example of K^Joas, who would not let yoidaf re- 
ceive any more of the Ecclefiattical Revenue, but apply it 
to the Repafatidn of God's Houfe; and concludes this Ar^ 
gument with bbferving, *^ That ye have received all fuclj 
*' Lordfliips and Riches as the Wages of holy Chivalry, 
^ and to the Intent to have Cloth and Food; with which 
^* two,* the Apoftle faith, he held him paid; and all the o- 
^ ver-plus, befides Cloth and Food, ye oiight to fpend irt 
c* Deeds of Mercy and Piety, as on poor People, that have 
^ need, and on fuch as be fick and difeafed, and opprefTed 
<* with Mifery: And if ye do not fo, then muft *we have 
^< to do therewith; for then it falleth to us to take heed of 
** your Tempor^ity, that ye beguile not arid deceive the 
« Quick and the Dead." Clericits obferyes, that King 
foas did not apply the Money to his own Ufe, but to tha^ 
of Holy Church. " But now-a-days ye take our Goodsj, 
^^ which ye fpend not to the Ufe of Holy Church, but oii 
^ your bufy and unruly Soldiers, and on Ships and Engine! 
«* of War.' Miles anfwers, " That neither does the King 
^5 apply it to his own .Ufe, but for your Safeguard, the De- 
<^ fence of Holy Church, and of your Goods and Chattels*, 
" That if the King's Power fliould fail, the Geptry> fuch ag 
^ are needy and had prodigally confumed their Subftance, 
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^ ^jo\M tarn to ^rcnirs, and deftroy jdl yoahtive; tbewfore 
. ^ that the Kind's Sfrengtb it to you as a ftrong WaU^ and 
j« hiis Peace {% your Peace: That by gmng a little Portioa 
^ to him, yon buy vour own Safeguard: Bat as ye have at-

r<* your B&ves* Then he provelfrom Scripture a§aini, that

-Chriftian People lare in Danger j " The <3ho(Hy Tempkj 
^ which is Mankind, being of' more worth than the Tem- 
'^ pie tliat is inide of Lime and Scone.'' CLEHtajs ob- 
jlsas that if thoTe things which are once given to God may 
:be taken away agaui, then all Vows may be<made void. 
But M£L£s diftinguiihes, tfaatwhat he has faid is not to with- 
draw fiich Gifts, but to apply diem to thofeUfts for which 
. thqr were fieft given. Then Clericus would aihadfe froid 
the Words of our Saviour, how free the Clergy, were (roai 
paying Tribute to Princes. But Miles argues, that the- 
^xaoipie he prodaces, and the anfwer therein given, was 
for Chrift, and not for you; however grants, thatCleiks itt 
tbetr own Perfetis ihould be ft^ee, but not fiich asiead their 
Lives as lewd Men. Yet, tho' fome may be thus freed id , 
their Perlbrf by the Privilege of Princes, (hall yoor Fields 
have now the fame Freedom ? And he who had before 4 
Jrearly Tribute from them, lofe it afterwards in you? The 
Commonwealth muft be defended at the Coft c^ the Com* 
monaky; and whatever Part thereof enjoys this Defence^ 
'tis moft agreeing with right, that be (ec his Shoulder and 
help to bear the ourden; Then if Pofleflions are as rightly 
fubjed to the common Charge as to dse yearly Rent, be 
fhall be under Charge whoever owns them. If ye talk of 
Prefcription; we anfwer, in as much longer as this Free- 
dom, or Exemption has been allow'd by the Benignity of 
Princes, fo much tl^ fboner ye (hould be ready to piiy your 
Part where need requires it; but bmh holy Writ and civil 
Powers aboliih this Prefcription, as appears by Examples 
here cited. Clerioos chinks it hard that Kings ihould 
refume the Privileges granted hv their Predeceffors. But 
Miles urges that any particular Privilege, however long or 
firmly granted, muftfubmit to general OccaQons; and, if it 
be found hurtful to the Commonwealth, may be lepesdM 
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in xictie of need, as Sohmony in fome Matters of Tbjeft> 
' changed ibmewhat even of God's Law. Clericvs would 
infinuate, that it was Emperors who eftablifh'd thefe Things, 
and that they might guide the Reins of the Law, but ndt 
Kings. Miles looks upon, this asr^ kind of filafphemy^ 

froceeding either from Ignorance or Envy ; fo draws an 
nftance from JPranac and the Empire^ fliewing how di- 
; &m&\y and independently the one exerdfes its Power ftottx 
the other. That as the Emperor may make Laws overall 
- his Empire, and add or fliminifli as he thinks good; fo may 
.the King of fVtf»f^ either utterly repel the Emperoi^s Laws, 
. or chaqge, or clearly banifh them, and at his PlaifuTe or- 
dain new ones. This he concludes with feveral Examples 
from Scripture, proving the Subjedion of theOergy to 
their Princes; as how by anointing, they acknowlec^'d them 
.to be their Princes and Rulers, how they guarded, attended 
on, and pray'd for them asfuch,^ inibmuch that Glericx^s 
. camKMC forbear breaking off the Conference, with obferving 
that it was drawing towards Night, but he'danfwcr itallAi 
, the. Morning. 

'. After this manner ends this ancient and remarkable 
. Treatife, thus puWiftiy in EngUJb^ with exprels Priviledge, 
, by K. Uenrfs Printer, no doubt to forward and ftrengthen 
the 'Reformation then in its Infancy. But if the Reader would 
:fce this Argument, on the King*s EccUfm&ical Sufremacjy as 
it more particularly regards the E»^/i[^ Nation, deduced 
ifrom a vaft Variety of our moit authentic Inftruments and 
'Records, we muft refer him to Mr. Vrynneh voluminous 
Colledions on that Head, in three Volumes Folio, of which 
.we. Ihall here next take a fliort Survey, becaufe of the Af- 
finity of the Subject, and its being traced from the earlieft 
'.times; however the Author is thereby ranged in this Num* 
ber before fome others who were earlier Writers.

Circles: What the Zodiac is, and the Ecliptic, what a Sign 
is, what a Degree, and what z Minute; with the ^^/efffr/o- 
nal Signes, Meridional Signes, and the Ufe of the Zodiac. 
A Table of many notable fixed Stars, with their feveral 
Names, their true Longitude, Latitude, and Declination, 
faithfully reftified unto the Year 1559, profitable for finding 
out the Latitude of any Country or Place.

6, Of Jifothecarks : To whom thus much is al- 
lowed y That if any may have Prerogative to be Phyru:ians 
by the Excellence and rare Choice of Medicines, ic is molt 
proper unto them. Nay, 'tis further allow'd, that for the 
excellent Preparation and Knowledge qf Medicines, they 
fometimes may ekcel fome Phyficians themfelves. " Buc 
« above and beyond the Preparation, the right and judicious 
<« Dirpenfation is truly worthy, commanding and diredting 
« therein fafeand prudent Ufe. This Skill requires anUn- 
^ derft^nding able to raife itfelf above both the Medicine 
<« and the Mak^r, unto the Great Maker of them both, 
«« and from his general Decree and Council in the Adminif- 
^ tration of all things in Nature, to levy and limit Circum- 
« ftartces, Proportion, Time, Place, Quantity, and Qua-

beyond all Reafon hath been true. Yet neither is this any 
Difpofleffion of themfelyes of this Spirit of Folly, nor 
juft Proof or Accufarioxi of any one to be a Witch. Our 
Author does not deny or defend devilifli Pratftices of Men 
and Women, but defires only *^ to moderate the general 
« Madnefsof this Age, whiph afcribes to Witchcraft what* 
<' foevcr falls oiit unknown or ftrange to a vulgar Senfe.? 
Therefore, concerning Difea{es> there are here fet forth 
fome ftrange and particular Cafes, which had undergone 
unjuft Imputations, of this kind ; and one efpecially, of a 
' Gentlewoman, whom certain Witches, lately, executed. for 
iSorcery, confefs'd to have bewitch'd ,* tho' her Malady was 
only a natural Complication of divprs Diforders, cniefly 
convuliive, which produced a Concourfe of Accidents, 
feeming of monftrous and wondered Shapes. Upon this^ 
fays our Author, I grant the voluntary and uncompelled, or 
dulyandtwly evidedConfeflSonofa f^/^A, to befufEcienc 
Condemnation of herfelf, and therefore, juftly hath the Lavjr 
laid their Blood upon their own Heads j biit their Confeflion, 
I cannot conceive fufficient Evidlion of the VTttchcraft icfelf '^ , 
and this Topic is conluded with Arguments and. Cautions 
further to the fame Purpofe. 

Chap. 9. OfWtJards, Thefe are defcribed to be a fort of 
Praditioners,whom our Cuftom and Country call Wife Men, 
and WifeWomen, reputed a kind of honeft harmlefi Witches 
brWifards,who, bj^ood Words, hallowed Herbs, Sal.ves,an4 
other fupcrftitious Ceremonies, promife to allay and calm De- 
vils, Praftices of other Witches, and the Force of many Dif- 
cafes. But thefe being much of the fanie Nature with thofe 
before mentioned to ufe Spells, are referred unto them, and 
difmifs'd with a fhort Hiftory of our A^thor's Obfervation. 

Chap. 10. Of Servants to Fhyficiant and miniating Helf^ 
trt. Our Authoi: concludes bis Nuniber and Piftindliot^' 
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bf imperkks with this Tribe 9 who are fucb as either by oft 
iferv^ing Phyficians> or coaverfing with them and viewiog 
their Praftice, or by Employment from their Direflions, 
<>T by Attendance about the Sick, engrofs to themfelres fup« 
pofed fpecial Obfervations and choice Remedies; and with 
fuch fmall Ware, taken upon cre(jit, fet up for themfelyes. 
Here thelrifuflficiency or fuch apiili Imitation is defcanted 
lipop, and this kind of fecond-hand Ufe of other People's 
Practice; (hewing, in fevcral Aphoriftical Obfervationis how 
imfefe fuch Experience in Phyfick is; as " how neceflary 
*^ it is. That Man (hould be in himfclf i Mjiffer of Know- 
« ledge and fincere Judgment, who (hall be able truely tp 
*^ make right Ufe of another's JExperience.'* And etfea 
*' That which Experience has :once, or oft times known 
^* and found to do good, muft not therefore, iii necefli;y, 
*' ftili do th(i fame good, except the fame Reafon of the 
^^ good, do, in each Circumftance, again commend and 
'' commaiid it; which only they can judge and examine 
*' who are wife and learned/' With other like Reflections 
therefore on this prepofterpus Praftice, and a Detail of fucji 
Abilities and Application as are requifite for attaining a fuf- 
ficiency in this Profeffion, our Author concludes this Chap- 
ter, and therewith the Ffr/?BM^ of this TVe/i///^: The fore- 
going Extradbs from which, being fufficient to give a Tafte 
of the Performance, we ftiall, for brevity fake, only give 
the Titles of the two enfiiing Books, which are as follows.

hpHE Author of this learned Book has, with great La- 
-■■ hour, join'd many diiberfed Rarities of Art under fe- 
vcral Heads ^ with much Modefty, brought a great deal of 
Readine into a little Compafs ^ and, witball, omitted to pre- 
fix his Name to it. Yet, in juftice to his Memory, we 
have been obliged with it by another Hand *. There is a 
fliprt Preface or Advertifement to the Reader, feemiogly 
by the Bookfeller, inCommiendationof theWorkj wherein 
he lays. Ton *will imagine yourfelfi even among /^^ Mechanic 
Arts, to be converfant in the Liberal. Tho' from the Defeft 
of the alphabetical Catalogue, intended at the beginning, of 
the principal Authors mentioned in this Work j with fome 
Errors in the Table of Contents, and the Omiflions in 
the Index of any Reference to the Pages j we might, alone, 
without any otner Knowledge of the Author> or the time 
when he died, have prefumed he did not fupervife the Prefe, 
yet are thofe Imperfedions of little moment^ becaufe the 
Work is concife. 

The Book itfelf is divided into twelve Chapters, in the 
following Order.

Larutn and Tinder-Box. Of Aftronomical Clocks,* that at 
Prisg:«r, ferving alfo as an Almanac: That zi Strashutghy 
more particularly defcrib'd iq Coriaf*s Travels. The ftrange 
alphabetical Globe of our Countryman Unney a Jefuit of 
I^iegey which in a Warer-glafi would turn to an Index every 
Hour, according to the Accounts of Kerchety de magnetey 
and Gaffendus'm the Life of Feirifcus, The no lefi ftrange 
Cork of the (akl Kercbety which, with Seeds of the Helio- 
trope in it, would alfo in Water keep Courfe with the Sun. 
He gives us one more Defcription of a Saddle*-Qock, at 
Drefdeny from Moryfin^s Travels: So concludes this Head 
with a Latm Epigram, by Tho, Campiamy on a Watch, with 
the Tranijiation by H. V, i. e. Vaughan. And an Obfervation 
from T/cho Brake on a Defed in all Clocks and Watches, 
in Watches, for that the firft half Hour goes fafter than the 
laft, bejcaufe Springs, wound up, move fafter in the begin- 
ning ^ and in Clocks, the laft half Hour is fafter than the 
firft, becaufe their Weights move flower at firft, and acT 
celerate as they draw nearer the Earth. 

II. Of fime curious Spheres^ 4mf Beprejentations of the 
World, This Chapter is introduced with a Praife of Ar^ 
ibimedesy and Claudian^s Epigram on his Coeleftial Sphere, 
with a Tranflation of it by Mr. l^ath- Carfeuter, Of 
King Sapor's Glafs^phere. The Emperor Ferdttsand^s filver 
Heaven, which he prefeqted to Sofymauy as mendon'd by 
Paul Jovius SabelUcus^ and Dubartas. Among the Moderns, 
Cornelius Van Drebble of Alpnary is much admir'd : He liv'd 
in Englandy had a gold Chain fent him by the Emperor, 
and was Regi Jacobq a Mechanicisy King James his Engi- 
neer: He prefented tl^at King with a Perpetual Motion^ 
which is here defcrib'd; and a Draught or Figure of it, re- 
ferred to in Mr. Tho.iimf's Phi hfiphical Dialogue, He is^ 
Draifed by JM^rceUus VranUeimy in an Epiftle, and his faid 
Microcoim by Grotiusy in a Latin Epigram, which yoqi 
have here recited with V^ugfjan'z Tranflation: So concludes

Coelcftial Sphere in it, and fonie Devices of yanellus Tur-

iorfe and Foot, his Wooden Sparrows, Iron-Mill that turn'd 
itfelf, and would grind as much Wheat in a Day as Would 
fuffice eight Perfons, with his Water-Works, whereby he 
dtew up the River Tagus to the top of the Mountain ot To- 
Moy as we have it in StraJa*s Hiftory of the Low-Country 
Wars. 

III. Of Jundry Machinesy and artificial Motrins by I9^ater 
and Asr, In this, having admir'd the wonderful Creation 
of the greater World and the leflfer, and inftanced how 
znany ufefql Machines and artificial Motions have been 
framed after thofe two primary Automata that God him- 
fdf made, he enumerates feveral Engineers, ancient and 
modern, who have been famous for fuch Works; then pro- 
ceeds to treat, firft, of Wind-Motions^ whereof, after men- 
tioning what Baptifta Porta and Marinus Merjennus had 
Written upon this Subjeft, he gives Examples in the wooden 
Dove of Architasy the wooden Eagle of Uegiot^ontanusy and 
his Iron Fly, the failing Chariot of Simon Ste^ntus^ which 
would carry eight or nine Perfons above forty Miles in two 
Hours. Twas in the fafliion of a Boat, with four Wheels 
and two Sails. It was much admir*d by Peireskius accord- 
ing to GaJfenduSy and here are two Epigrams of Grotius 
upon it, with their Tranflatiohs. Then we haVe Accounts 
of Statues, walking and fpeaking, and the artificial Animala 
\ff\ik\i Luitfrandus faw at Confiantfnople ; the Sfatue of Al^ 
iert Ma^usy Friar Baeonh brazen Head, and the vocal I-. 
inaee in King 'Richard the Second's Reign, whereof Sir R. 
Baier fpeaks: Then of Cornelius Van Drehhle^s Orjgan,; 
which would play of itfelf, in the open Air and dear Sun- 
ihine, but be filent in the Shade: The Mill that would faw 
Boards without Hands, at Dantzick; and fuch ianotherj^ 
which Dr; John Dee faw at Prague y as he mentions himfelf. 
Then he foeaks of ihtH7nd-Gunsy JEotii ScopoH^ todifcharge 
without Fowder, and ^olia Pita or Wifid^Ballsy to blow 
up or kindle Fires ; zndWmd^pitSy according to the Ac- 
coiint of Cardan. Then he comes to Water-Motitmsy and 
here mentions the curious Mills at Thiouliufi and Uantzicky 
tWm the Accounts of Golnitz zndMorifon'^ alfo the Mine 
at Sego^iay v^iich perfbrih'd the feveral Operations of coin- 
ing by a Water-Engine, as S|r K. Oighy relat^fs } the Statuesi 
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in the Duke of F/«rme's Garden, with their various Motioiis^ 
^ Harmony, alfo the Birds at Jfveli which, fing by the ^ 
(ame Hydraulic Art. Of Water-Organs, and the vaft Sce- 
nery of Woods, Beafts, Waters, and S hipping in the 'Raman 
Amphitheatres. The V$ffatiU Dining-Rooms, where every 
Courfe is^ eaten in a difierenc Chamber, the Guefls never 
removing from their Seats. Next is mendoned the por« 
table Palace, carried to Frame for the Interview between 
Henry VIII. and Vrancis L which fo many Writers have 
fpoken of (tho' we think not that it is here placed under its 
|>roper Head) and laftly a more difiind Account of Mem^ 
jifo»'s Statue) its mufical Property, even when it was broke; 
and theConjedure of Kirther that it was made by Talijma^ 
nic Arc *, tho' he ihews that fuch Effeds might be pro- 
duced by Mathematical Oontrivance in his OeMfaty where 
more Ex^amples may befeen of Pjitfirnitf//Vi|/ Devices among 
^e ASgyftfanf in their Tepiples. 

IV. Of the Art and My fiery of Writings with the Inftrimentt. 

This he begins with (hewing what a vaft number of dif- 
ferent ways the Alphabet may be joined according to Claviuu 
That the Chinefi have 40000 Letters according to Purchae^ 
and that the Indians admired this dumb Commerce, fo as 
CO believe that Letters were Spirits, or a kind of InternuneH 
between the Correfpondents^ and to this fenfe quotes Tho. 
Readi Invent a adefpota. Of the Invention attributed to Cad-^ 
mushj^t Vhmniciansy as we have it in Aufmius and Her- 
mannpt Hugo. Of the admirable Perfedidn which the an- 
cient Librarians arrived to in the Art of Writing, and feve- 
ralExamplesof their Performance in Miniature, particularly 
that of Fra. Aiumnus^ according to the Teftimony oiGene^ 
brand and Sim, Maielus, Flin/s Account of Homer's Iliad in 
a Nut-fliellj and CiVer^'s Confirmation, however Lancehtti 
reckons it among his Farfalioni. Of Tho, Snveickerj the 
I>ir/rib Writer with his Feet, and how choicely fome Copies 
of hisfeid Writing are kept, according to Fip/. PlaternSy and 
of an EngHfb Woman who wrote in the fame manner. Of 
Braehygrafhy or Short hand for Speed and Privacy j invented 
by Mecitnas according to Dww, and ufed by Gcero. Of 
Julius Cofjaf's invention, which M^ a kind ox Cryptography y 
by Tradqjofure of the Alphabet. That the Inftruments are 
a&ive and faffive ; being thofe therewith and thofe whereon 
we write. And fifft, of thofe wherdon we-write^ as Stone, 
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on which the old Jenaifb Law was wrote, and fome antique 
2>4W^ Records) as mentioned by SeUen in Marmora Arum^ 
dill. Then on Leaves of Trees, as the Sybils Book^ and 
thclvdiansy whence the word Folh. On Lead, as in yolf^ 
and the Poems of Hefiod in Vaufanias^ and on the inner 
Rhind of Trees, whence the words Uber^Qaudex 2nd Codex, 
On Papyr Reeds, as in Jjaiabt whence Paper ; which Reed 
was called Bsblus^ whence Bibiia. On Tables of Brafe, us 
the Roman Laws; on Waxen Tables, whence Tabellarii ot 
Letter*Carriers ; which Tables are mentioned in St. Luke 
and in Ifaiab ; and in the Septuagmt called Box-Tables, alio 
£>metimes made of Cedar* Wood. Of the Invention of 
Vellum and Parchment by Eumenes King of Fergamus^ 
And hMjy of our modern Paper, with Lord Baco^fs Obfer* 
vations on the Excellence of the faid Invention. Of the 
Cotton Paper in Mexico ^ and Silk Paper in the Eaft-Indief. 
Next of the A£iive Inftruments^ as the Filler of God on 
the Tables of Stone ^ Graving Tools for Nktals, and Dia- 
monds for Glafs; the Stylus for Waxen Tables^ the Reed, 
called Calamus Scrip forius and Arundoy fpr writing on th9 
Papyr Seggs about Memphis, as mentioned in Martial; and 
laftly, the Quill of a Bird's Wing for Parchment and Paper^ 
called by Aufoniusy Fiffipes^ from the Slit made in it to let 
down the Ink ; and four Lines in its Praife by Barlaus de 
Fenna', with the notice taken of thefe three laf^ in an old 
Chronicle. Of writing with corroding Waters, by the Cut* 
lets of Damafcusy on the Turkijb Sciroeters, and of the long 
lafbing of a Pen, in the Example of Dr. Holland's the Phy^ 
fician of Coventry y wherewith he tranflated all Fliny^s Natu* 
ralBifiory into Englifb, which therefore was prefer ved by 
a Lady, as a great Rarity in a Silver Cafe^ and Oxv^s Silver 
Pen, which being found in fome Ruins, was given to the 
Queen of Hungary in 1540^ according to Mr* Sandys^ it^ 
the Life of that Poet. 

V. OfFfinting and Frinting-Frejfes. Here we have the* 
Commendations of FoL Virgil, Cardan^ and Read before 
mentioned, in Profe and Verfe, of this Art. The Contenr 
tion of higher and knoef Germany for the Invention of it^ 
The general Voice for MentZy and yohu Guttemberg^ ox 
Fufi *, about the Year 1440, according to Folydore. The 

Evidence 

*• The learned Dr. WilL Cutsingbam^ who was in thefe parti ' 
of Germany t in or before the Year 1559, and converiant with the 
100ft learned Meniere, iaysin his rorqgoing Treatife, fol. xSi. 
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Evidence of the r«///s Offees cited by Salmuth upon Pan- 
cifoUus^ another Inftance from the Library at Vtancfort"^ 
with the Oppofition of Adrian Jumus^ who would carry ic 
from theHig* P»fc^> and make theTown of H^r/^/» its 
Bhth-placc, and Laurence- John {Cofier) the Inventor, from 
his Rudiments thereof' carved out of the Barks of Treei, 
which Junius faw in that Town ; with his Account how 
John Fauftus ftole away Ccfier^s Letters and Utenfik, and 
fettling at ilff»/ai printed the VoHrinal oi^lex. Gallux 14^0. 
Alfo the Defcfiption over Cofier^s Houfe, juftifying the 
fame? and Pet. Scriv^rius his Confirmation thereof, with 
Jo. Scaligerh Account of the firft Printing from Woodea 
Tables. That the Chinefe may plead Antiquity for the In- 
vention, according to P. Mdr(^w, and that they have prac- 
tifed the Art above 500 Years, as Trigaultius affirms, but 
differently from tht Europeans-^ for they do not compofe 
by Letters, butraakeforevery Leaf a Table, with Charac- 
ters on both lides, as Gonfaho Mendoza obferves. So that 
the Invention of the modern manner may flill be allowed in 
honour of the Germans. Our Author then mentions a Latin 
Poem written in praife of this Art (which it well deferves, 
being the Prefer ver of all other Arts) by Mrs. Joan, Eliza-- 
beth Wefton^ one of the Mufes of England. And laftly gives 
a defcription of Chrtftofher Plantings Printing-Houfe, his 
twelve Prefles, and near 100 forts of Charafters, befides 
Frontifpieces, &c, and telk us that the firft Printing-Prefs 
in England vf^ fet up in Weflminfter- Abbey ^ by Simon JJlipy 
An. 1471. where WiHiam Caxton firft pra<3:ifed the Art, as 
Stow affirms in his Survey of London. 

VI. Of the Art of Limbing and Painting. This Chapter 
commences with Praifes of the Art by Sir Henry Wotton^ 
StGregoryy &c. The Reafon why T>eath^s Dance was painted 
in the Church at Bafil. How fimple the Art was at firft, 
according to JElian^ but encreafed to ten Colours, as Bu- 
knger obferves ; who it was added the Ethickmxi of Paint- 
ing, and firft expreffed the Paffions. The Excellence of 
Apelles znd Protogenes^ Zeuxes znd Parr hafiusj the Virgin 
Lala and Rene King of Sicily. Of fome modem Rarities j 
as, the reprefenting in one Piece fcveraL Faces according to 
different Pofition or Standing, by pleated Paper, and in- 
denting or folding of the Table ; others that ihewol the 
H&d of z Spaniard one way, another way, that of an Afsj a 
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tfairdia the Chancellor of F^iM^f^Cabi^^ which prefentcfl 
many litde Faces, his Anceftor$> to the vulgar Eye; buti 
thro a Perfpeftive, the fingle Portrait only oJF the O WQC^^ 
according to Sir Rick Favjbanjj in the Efifi. before hid 
Tranflat. o( Pafior Fido. Of Painting in Oil; with the Art 
of Sculpture and Ei^raving. Of other Perfpe(3:ive Piec^.. 
The Art olMyton^ and Imagery qf Lyfippus, Of MUhael 
Angeh and his three Perfections; Albert Durpr^ VanMeki 
(b famous in Londonj who attain'd to great Wealth by his 
Art ; and Faul Ruhensj whofe Table of the hafi Jvdgpumi 
was valued at five thotifand Fkrins. OiAnntali^g orpaint- 
idg in Glais, and Bulengier*s erroneous Opinion that it was 
known to the Ancients, from a Diftich in MartiaL Of the 
^^tian Pidures ftain'd in Linnen Cloth; Pi&ures woveti 
ihQoth, as in Carpets and Tapeftry-Work, firft taught by 
the Bahylomansy according to P^. ^r^i/, and rival'd by thci 
Arras- Workers in Flanders. Of Mofaick Workj with co- 
loured Stones, Metals, and Glais, in all Figures, known to 
. the Ancients according to Pliny and Bulenger de Fi&urA& 
itatuari4t. Laftly, of the Pi&are of J^aoqo mentioned iii 
Vtrgil and Fliny^ preferved in the Palace at Fi^me^ and ad- 
mired by M. Angela. 

VII. Of the Art cfS finning and Weaving^ tjoith the Jive- 
rat Materials afGarfnents. After a Word or two on the In- 
vention of thjs Art afcribed to Minerva^ we are inform'd 
of a rare felf-moving Engine at Dantziciy which would 
weave four or five Webs at a time, and without human help 
work night and day^ which, yet in &vour of the poor 
Weavers, was fupprefled,andthe Inventor fecretlydeftroy'd^ 
According to Lancelotti, He next fpeaks of the primitive 
Attire of Fig-leaves, and Fanl the Hermit's Suit of Palm- 
leaves,- the Skins of Beafts; Aracbne's Excellence in Spin- 
ning ; the feveral forts of Materials whereof Cloth is woven, 
^ the Nettle-Clothy that of the Falm-leavesy of the Bark of 
the Maguei among the Mexicans, which t^ears the Cocoy here 
defcrib d from Du Bartas ; and of the Fumpion brought 
from Mecha^ whereof Feireskivs had a kind of Silk woven^ 
as Gii^^x relates in his Life, befides which there is no 5^- 
ricum FegetahiUy according; to our Author; for that Silk 
properly is made by and from the Silk- Worm, as Julius 
Scatiger againft Cardan ihews; of which P/rinf inferts many 
a moral Leflbn among his Obfervations. it is next ot^- 
ferved, that FamfhiHahx9i wove Silks; that the Emperor 
jM. AureL Antoninus firft wore them in Eurcfe ; and that 
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the Worm was firft brought into this Quarter by certainl 
Monks in Juftinianh Time. That in tne Sumrner^ijlknds 
there are large beautiful-coldur'd Spiders, which fpinperfedi: 
raw Silki as O^iidd and Captain Smith relate. Of other 
Garments, made with Hair, fuch as the Prophets wore: 
Grograms of Goat's Hair; whereof BuiB^jltids gives a more 
particular Accouht ; and Charolets of Cameli Hair, as wd 
may further read in JSlsad. Of Flax arid Hemp; that tKey 
were firft drfefs'd in Egypt^ arid that the Egjfptian arid je^ijb 
Priefts wore their Veftments thereof^ alfd of Cotton which 
grows in Balls on certain Shrubs. Next of the firieLinnea' 
made in Holland and Cambrajf^ wherice called Hollands and 
Cam bricks, which Adrian Junius defcribes to be as white 
as fnow, as fine as Lawn, and as dear as Silk: Of the Sea- 
Wool, fpoken of by TertulUan^ as fine as Silk according ro 
L,a Cerday which is made of the downy SubftanCe growing 
out of the large Shell-fifli call'd Vtnna, Alfo a kirid of Stone- 
Cloth made from certain Stones here nactied^ which are 
beaten into fmall Fibres or Hairs, andfo wovdnj itiscalFd 
by Langius^ Salamander's Wool, having the property of re- 
filling Fire. Ferdinand Imperatus had of it irt his Mufeum, 
and CaUimachus hung up a Taper of it in the Temple of Af/- 
nervay according to Salmafms, But there is a V^etableof 
the fame property call'd by the Greeh Ashajhsj which Plin/ 
calls Linum ^ivum or incombuftible Flax, and fays fbe Car- 
eafles of Kings were wrapt in it, wheri they were to be 
burn'd, to preferve their Afhes for the Urns. Podocatter^ 
who wrote de Rehiif Cypriis in t^66y had of this Cloth, which 
was feen by Th9. Porcacchsus as he relates in his Funeral 
jRUes, Ludovicus Vives faw the Hke at Lovain^ as he alfb 
relates, and Baptifia Portay at Venice^ as may be read inhis 
iJat. Magia. Mettals were alfo wrought into Cloth: (uc\i 
were the Attalic Garments, call'd by the ItaUansy Vefte di 
Brotato di Or$; and when the marble Coffin of JW^ir;, the* 
Wife of the Emperor Hmoriufy was dug up at Uome in i544> 
tho' her Body Was confufiied and turned to duft, all but hei* 
Teeth add Bones, her golden Apparel was freflij out of 
which, was extrafled 56 Pound weight of pufe Gold, as 
Aidfovand records in his Mufaun^ MetalUcum. The 5/- 
Amani hAd aUb fuch Veftments, as may be feen in Virgil^ 
iEn.xi. But the ftrangeft of all, was that kind of Wool 
ffiention'd by St. Hieron^ and Paulus Diaconus to have raiitied 
down from the Clouds about Artois in Flanders^ whereof 
Cloth was fpun to the great Enrichment of the Country t 
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oo thait.«s tbem vm onosCfdum efeatik^- as Salvum-fpesiss 
of the wonderful M^nn^-, in like manner there was now 
Coshm, texfihy as we may term it; the Sky afibrding tx>di 
Food and Rayment. To. th^ Chapter is joined an jUpenJix 
of 3*f Wbmarj Art. . Here it js obfcrv'd to what Perfec- 
fjon this Art was arrived in Floriday and other Parts of the 
Wefi-JnJiet'^ where fuch Birds of Orient Plumage abound^ 
a^ the Tbenhoftery l^arrot^ and Tominciox With me manner 
bow they ftrip the Quills, and pafte on the Feathers in aU 
Shapes and Shades. What delicate Works of this kind Fer- 
iinand Cortex (aw in the Emperor Motizuma^i Palace aC| 
Mexico. That Cardinal Vakofti had the Pifture of St. H/e- . 
r9m of this Workman(htp; and that certain Fryers had leamc 
the Art. That it was not unknown even to the Ancients. 
That St. Hierom mentions it^ alio j^mHus Fermi fuSy Prtfden^ 
tiusy and Seneca. That thefe Plumes furpais all the Beauties 
of the Pencil, not only in Luftre but Duration, and foil the 
Art of Painting. 

VIII. Of the Art of 'Muficky with the UfirumntSy &c. 
From the Pythagorean Notion of MuGck in the Spheres, 
the Delight of Man's Soul in Harmony is here accounted 
for, according to Macrohim; alfo from the Body of Man^.. 
which is a living Organ, and Life itfelf, the Leubn which 
his Soul plays thereon. That vocal MuGck is moft delight- 
fol. That Tan devifed the Imitation of this mufical Pipe in 
the Throat of Man, with a Syringe or Reed, tho* Lncretint 
afccibes it to the whiftling of the Zephyrs in the Reeds* 
That in Imitation of them the Shank- bones of Cranes were 
uied, whence came the F/«/e: Not but mufical Inftruments 
were in the \yorld before Taiis Time.^ Jubal being the In- 
vestor of the Harp and Organ. That the Egyptian Mercury 
invented the Lyre, or Lute, by a Tortoife-(hell he found off 
the Ni^-fide, to which fome Nerves hung, reaching from* 
end to end> whereof l>u Bartat has taken notice. That 
Terpander encreafed the Lyre from three Strings to feveot 
Simomcks added an eighth, and David mentions a ten-ftringfd 
Inftrument} who invented many forts ^ but all are divided into 
fuch as are (bunded either by the Breath or Hand. Since 
his Time many hxvt been the Improvements. Leander A/r 
berti in his Defcription of Italy relates that he faw a pair of 
Org^ms, in which. Men would think thef heard Bpys^and 
'Men diftindUy fing their Parts in Concert i and another 
Pair in the Duke of Mantua^ Court, made %\\ gl Atahaf- 
*9rj wbi^h gave \ loud and full Sounds alio aoQiher very 
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foafiitd PHir at yenicej made all of Gh&, which are men- 
don'd by Maryfon in his Travels. Pope Syhefter the Se- 
cond made aPair that would play Without any other Organift 
than warm Water: Such UjdrauUcsy freqaent in Italy ^ are 
founded alfb with cold Water. GauJentius Memla-^ de Mi" 
rah, Mun£^ itientions an Organ zt Milan; the Pipes where- 
of were made 6f Various Materials, as Wood, Brafs, White- 
iead, and imitated various mufical Inftrutnents. Speaking 
next of vocal Mufick, natural and artificial, die Scarcity of 
good natural Singers is obferv'd, occafibning the Supply of 
mufical Inftruments for Delight^ and to appeafe the Cares 
of Life. Hence we are led to an Appenmi^ Of the Power 
and Efficacy of Mufck, The Commendations of Off hem by 
Horace and Claut&an, and ofSHenMrby Vifgily With 7ho. 'Ran- 
dolph's Exhortation to Mufick, Snelv illuftrating the Forcd 
thereof upon Rocks and Trees. Thus leaving things i»- 
amtnatey he proceeds to Inftances of the Regency of Mu* 
ifick over Creatures, rational zt\d irrational; among othe^ 
Authorities he prodiiccs that of Henry Stephens^ whoTays (in 
Prof, ad Herod.) that he faw a Uoh ztLiondon, which would 
foriake his Food to liear Mufick. The Delight which Deer 
and Elephants take therein^ and that the Afs only is not 
pleafed with it. That Birds likewife are affeded with Mu- 
fick, and Hawks tamed therewith. That it rules HSj in the 
Water, as in the famous Story of j^rion and the Dolphin; 
and was expeded to prevail over Hell itfeif, as in the at- 
tempt made for the Recovery of Eurydicey with a Cortpli- 
ment to Spenfer out of FP! ^ro^ton^s Paftorals, attefting that 
if Orpheus had been, but half his equal, he had not left her in 
thofe infernal Regions. Than for rational Creatures, here 
are many Exampks produced to (hew, how Mufick has alt 
our Palfions at Command j how Couraclb atid Fear have 
been railed by it; how Anger has been ttirr'd up, and al- 
hfd by it; how it exhilarates and enlivens the Spirits, in- 
ibires Devotion, Chaftity, and Civility; with an Inftance of 
me eflFed: of Daffyls and Spondaia. That Mufick has alfo 
power over the do^, to keep it from drooping and wea- 
rineis, and cure it of Maladies; of this latter we have many 
particulars, as tlie Cure of the Plague m Homer by Mufick; 
of the Freiifyj by Zenocrates; of VM Sciatica^ from the Ex- 
perience of Theophraflus ; aijd fome Aches, as reported iii 
Frame: Tikep6iRh6ttsBitcoftiiff'f'ara»tiUainItaly; that kind 
of Frenfy, calfd Si. Vitus his Dance, io Germany ^ in whicfa> 
iipoQ bearing of t lFsddie> the Patient tIaQces tin be is tired 
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^nd cured j as Skenkius obfervcs. Hence we. proceed to ibqr 
Mufick of Speech and Eloquence: Of the Gr^a^xr Orators, 
who had the power of Fire and Water, to inj^anse and exr 
tinguifli^ to make Peace and War. Thenoffome^Qdero59 
as SavanoroUy who managed the Comtponwealth with hi^ 
Tongue, and Ug^litf the Friar, who, l^y a Sermon, mpve4 
his Audience to beat their Enemies.. And iif plain Speech 
has fuch power, how much more muft Words joia'd with 
Harmony and Numbers? Here we have a Summary of all 
|tbe fbremention'd Efie£bs of Mufick in fome Verfesof I?iv 
Bart as; which is folio w'd |by Bapfifia Forta's nic^ Actempc . 
to jaTcribe the wonderful Effei&s of Mufick to t^e Vertues 
of the feveral forts of Trees, whereof the Inflcuments are 
made, which, fays he, have a iecret Property to cure Dilr 
cafes .more than the Souods that are made of them. But 
pur Author thinks him mii]:aken, becaufe bare Words have 
power over Men's Minds ind Spirits^ foihewsus, morediA 
tin£t:}y> from Scali^^y how the Vihratioh or trembling of 
die Air> by Mufick, afifedls the Spirits of Man. Ttus is 
further ftrengthen'd by the. affinity between the Soul and 
Mufick, obferv'd by Mrtftoile^d Macrohm^ andtbeAigu^ 
xnent of it^ being no wonder that every Creature, which has 
a living Soul, (hould be taken with Mufick^ fince the Sm\ 
of the Univerfe, whereof every particular Soul is a Part) is 
made of Harmony, . This Head is concluded with an Exam- 
ple pf the Force of Eloquence in Pericles from VaL Jdaxi^ 
musy and in the Ptiilofopher Hegefiasy. v/ho,{o pathetically

(ubtileft Objects, and the fmalieft: And that San^driuf^ « 
famous Pbyfician of taduay invented the Thermomet^n^ - 
which, in a Man's Chamber, difcover the Temper of cha 
JVir, whether hot .or cold, moift or dry, or inclining to ei* 
ther. That Telefcopes, for difcovering things a-hir ofi^ 
were invented, by Jacobus Metms of ^ternary zsDesCarUi 
tells us^ actfi perfeded by GaBleo GaUilei the FUrin$mi 
which will reprefent Objeos thirty ttmbs bigger than the ap^ 
p^ent Quantity, and a hundred times nearer than the appa- 
rent Diftance« Bythefe, new Stars have been difcoverVI, 
and new Worlds in them y the Moon brought down to Ex- 
amination, and found to be another America, By thefe 
Telifus has given us \i\s>Selenografhiaj ox I>efcription of tha 
Countries and Provinces there j smdFan Drebble {aw not 
only the Hills and Plains, but the Forefts, Cities and Builds 
ings in this Lunary Worlds as Gajjendi has written in hi^ 
XiSe of Peiresk. And as for Bprning-Glafles, we have here 
the Account of the Roman Ships fired by Archimedes slZ Sy^ 
racufiy from Plutatchh Life of Moffcelws -y andthofeof ^ 
tabanus fired by Proclus with fuch Glafies^ who thereby d^ 
fended Confiansimple as Zonaras records; and tSofe wnerc- 
with our learned CQxmtTfmtaRogerBacim ^-oStfd the Popef 
to annoy the 3>ri(x more than all theGallevsof I/^/^, or an 
Army of a Hundred Thouiand Men coula do, as Gaffarel 
Arom others relates. Kircher indeed could never hit' upon 
the Experiment, or hear of Glades, that would bum above 
fifteen races diftance ^ but Baptifis Porta declares there is a 
way to make Glafles that would bum things at any diftance^ 
%na Dr. John Deoy in the Preface to his Monas Hiefoglyfbicai^ 
that it may be made to. calcine Stones and reduce them to 
powder.

^lexandrioy by Biokwj^ for Alexander y as J/r^A^ relates^ 
Heredetus aUb teU^ m this kind of Gla^ was wrmight b^ 
iow» to cafe or enihrine dead Bodies, that they might be 
iustk. The fpecular Stone was of this kind but brighter> 
and like CryAal: It was alTo ufed to fhelter Fruits from 
bligteiog Colds. But this kind of Stone ii retiirn'd by Fd^ 
f^Unsy inter n9» inventa. Leander mentions • Compleat 
CaUey of Glafi at Vemce^ and Gk^ Oig^s: James Hywei 
law fuch a Galley $t the Mtranof as he writes in his Hifiery 
if Venice. As Glais is diaphanous and paffite to ObjeS^s, 
4> it is ^o refledtive, and beats back the Objeds which 
ftti upon it> when the bacJcfide is lin'4 With Tinlbtl, or Leaf 
of Tin*^filver, or other Metal^ and thus Lookmg^Ghfles are 
made, wherewith many ftrange Feats mky b^ performVt^ 
even to the Sufpicion of Magic arki (itdtfwrul Arts. 

X. The Invent kn ofShipUng^ SmUn^^ and the Mariner*i 
Con^ifs. This Inve»tk>n or rkiing oti the blue Roads with 
wowen HorfeS) as the old comic Poet phf alfes it, was highly 
bold as Hffrace exprefles it, and no le(s,urcful as all the 
World have found it. The Motives ft> fuch Hazard are 
OieWn from the Book of Wifdom^ to be Defire of Gain in 
Man, and a Willingnefs in God, thrat the Wbrks of his Wtf' 
don!i ihoulA not lie idle. But we ihall admire (uch BoIdtleU

Such like alfc^i fpr ligbtnefi^ 
the Mgjptians uie on the Vliley and Boterus mentioQf 
fuch again in the Wefi^lndiesy where they have alfd 
their Balfas^ or Bulrufli^ rafted tc^etber, and row to 
fifli in the main3ea uppn theni) as may be read in jic^fia!, 
The Jndum$ have likewife their Canoes made out of one 
Tree holiowed> and in Green&iM^ Boats 0iapedlike a Shuttle 
covered with &al*Sl{;inS} and rib'd with Bones 6f Fiihes, ^ 
Tunbas defcribes. F0t. Gellm in his Oefcription of the 
Thracian Bojfborusj (peaks of a Ship he faWj laden with A-^ 
rabiau Merchandize, which bad no Iron in it, but was 
fiewed tc^ether with Cords, covered .with Rofin of the Frank* 
incence-Tree, and her Tackling made of the Tree whi<;h 
bears the Iniiiaff Nut, which Mr. Geo. Herbert defcribes. 
But the 7>r/tfw/ are reputed thefirft who improved Shipping 
with Mafe, Sails, &€, and OwV tells us that T^?/*^* was the 
firft Contriver of Ships, and that his famous Argo was ftelli- 
fied by Aftronomers. The Shell-Fifli called Nautilus y gavf 
the firft Hint of framing a Ship, according to Flinjy as the 
flying of the Kite did of the Stern ,' afterwards they were 
magnificently made, as that Cedar Galley built by Caligula^ 
which had Halls, Rooms, and Gardens in it: and that o| 
Ttalentaus Fhilofater, who built one two hundred eighty 
Cubits long, fifty two Cubits from the Bottom to the upper 
Decks; h^ four hundred Banks for four thoufandRowerS| 
with Gardens aiid Orchards at top of it, as Plutarch relates 
in his Life cf Dfrnetriut. But the Improvement of Nayi* 
gation without Sails or Oars, ib as never to be wind-bound) 
was more commendable. We have the Account in J^/>«a'/W 
that for this end the Anfyiepts had in their Ships three Wlv^els 
on each fide, with eight radii^ a Span long, projefting from 
each Wheel, and fix Oxen within turning theiame|^ which 
caftiiig the Water backward, moved the Ship on with great 
SpeedT They had alfo an Inftrument in tbofp Ships, called 
CarrmBy dividing the Hours of the Day* l^xdi Bacmy in, 
his Novum Organumy fpeaksof Boat$ in England to fail under 
Water ; and Julius Scaligery of a Ship he could make that 
would ftecr herfelf. This Chapter ends with the famous Re- 
preientationof aNavaJ Fight in Claudius Cie/^r's time, men- 
tioned by Suetoniusy znijuveisah A,cco\xni of the Earthen 
Boats oied in Mgypt, So we proceed to the ^/>^»^ix, of 
the Mmners Comfafsy wherein we are informed that JohM 
<May otFlanfiusGHa of Amalfbi in Cav^ania in the ICingr 
domqiNafkf^ firft invented die C^pa^ wbo is therefore 
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celebrated by Du Bar tat. By what Stars Pilots Wertf dji 
reiSted before ibe faid Invention, and Travellers in the De^ 
ferts of Arabiay and how they were oblig'd to ftop when thd 
Sky was clouded, therefore our Author fays of the Loadftonex 
as tiablais of the Milftone, that 'tis the moft preciofus of all 
others. Then foIlowsC/aKifaa's Defcription of the Miignett_ 
its two Properties of /I ttra&im and D/wfi^iow, which gave 
invention to the Mariners CompalSjWhofe Needle, touched 
therewith, points its Lilly-Hand to the North, in any part oF 
tiie World. The Inhabitants of Taprobana having not the 
Tok-Star to fail by, carried certain Birds ort board, which 
being fet at liberty, flew by natural Inftinft to the Shore; fo 
eave diredion to the Saflors, according to fltnp The 5/- 
riant and the BaSrians, according to Curtiusy travelled by 
the Guidance of Stars j but the Arabians, fays Lud. Bartemoi 
ia certain Wooden Boxes on their Camels, have the Load- 
ftone like the Compaft, to fteer their Courfe bj over the 
Dcfirts Some afcribe this Invention to the Ckmujei and 
Di" Gilbert y de Mt^netey lib. i. affirms that Pa«/w FeMttH 
brought itfirft into Italy, An. 1260, having learnt it from 
them hudovicut Vertmanus reports, that he faw about the 
Year i?oo, the Indian PUot of his Ship, failing in Java^ 
fteer by a Compafi, made as in Europe. This Head is con-' 
duded with a Remark, thatourCompafeisnotyet broi^ht 
to due Perfeftion, for that the ii#^g».*^/f Needle does not y« 
mktt exaaiy to the North in all Meridians, to the caufc of 
Swch Error in Navigation. Van Helmon* profefifo a way

Here we have a Story of the d^Dgerous ESs&s 
of fuch Dancing Hor^ among the Sabaritesy when, their 
Enemies the Crotonians brought Mufick into the Field of 
Battle, from Diodorus Siculus^ jSliany and Plifty, To (hew 
. that a Baboon has play'd upon the Guittar, and a Monky ac 
jChefi, we are referr'd to Bait. Caftilione. Of Bu-ds, are 
mentioned the Talking Starlings^ Pyes and Crows at Rome ^ 
Cardinal Afc^nio\ Parroc would fay i^MtCreedy and another 
an Spain which would fing the Qamuty as John Barnes an 
■Engbjh Frier relates, in his learned Book^fe ^qutvocatitme. 
Many of chefe Examples are fum'd up by MartiaVm his Book 
piShowsyEpig.io^, which is here recited, with a Tranfla-^ 
tion. Laftly, it is obferved how Animals will learn the 
Language of their Country, fo far as is ncceflary for their 
•X>iredipn, as Elephants, Horfes, and Mules, which Claudian 
has taken notice of^ and that Dogs have been ^trained for the 
Wars by the old Britons and Gaulsy fks Straho and Camden 
relate^ lb have Bulls, Bears, and Lipnc^ -according to Lucre^ 
tiusy here cited. This, with fome pther Citations from 
Grotiusy Phtarcb^ and Origeuy (hewing that the Wit and 
Reafon of Man reduces all other Creatures to bis Service and 
Subjection, conchides this Chapter.

The Wa^on and Oxen of Gla^ 
which might be concealed by a Fiy, in C^ir^^; -and the 
neat little Wooden Lock, mentioned by Leander Aiberti^ 
which introduces the rare Workmanlhip of Nasi Scaliot a 
Blackfinith of Londony in his Iron Lock and Key and Gold. 
Chain of forty three Links, all drawn by a Flea, and all, with, 
the Flea, weighing but.oile Grain and a half; aswitne0es 
John Stow in his Annalsy who faw it. Scaiiger alfo men* 
tions a FJea with a Gold Chain, and Leo Afer fuch a Chain> 
for which the Artift had a Suit of Cloth of Gold beftowed 
upon him by the Sultan. Hadr. Junm iaw at Mecbliny a 
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Bsisket made of a<}berry-Stonc, which hdd fourteen pair of 
Dice, whofe Spots were vifible. Then we have notice 
taken of the preciou^Stoneina Ring, repreienting P^^if /09, 
his Chariot and Steeds, tun>bling into the River, as men- 
tioned in Galiff ; and Geg. ffhifehead*s Ship, with all her 
Tackling, moving of itfeffona Table, with Rowers, a Wo- 
man playing on the Lute, a Whelp howling, ^c. as affirmed 
by Schottus^ in Itin. Italia \ alfo, Kraferett^ Account, inTiis 
Vnheardof Curi$fitm^ of the Clock at Leghorn^ which had 
on it a Company of Shepherds playing on the Bagpipes, with 
others dancing by Couples thereto, in Time and Kfeafure. 
Hereis alfo mentioned the Chain, in Cardan^ fo little and^fo 
light, that when it fell to the Ground, it would not break, 
tho* made of Glafs; and the Iron Spider in lVakhiiis*s ninth 
Fa^le, to whic.hour Author applies the Verfes in Uubartat^ 
celebrating the Iron Fly of Rtfgitfto(?«/<fi»tff , alfo the Bear and 
Lion of Gold f prcfenred to the Landgrave of Uejfe) each a 
Middle'Finger*s Length, and both weighing but a French 
Crown, for which the Artift was rewarded with three thou- 
fand Crowns. This is followed With Ciaudian's Epigram 
de^adriga Marmorea^ and the Tranflation ; and the whole 
Book concludes with a Reference to many more Inftanced 
of the like nature, in fohn Tradifcitnt'^ Ark at Lamhetby 
and the Archives of feveral Princes and private Perfons^ who 
have their P/W^a//&wit'x znATechnemaiophjlacia to prefer ve 
all Rarities,' more particularly that of •Bef»tfri/P4f&</tfwarj a 
Phyfician in Hollandy upon whidvhere Is an Epigram quoted, 
and Informatk)D of another among Grotim's Poems to the 
fiimepurpofe.

"Some of them 
are very fcarce to be met with in Print, or never were prin- 
ted ,• and, perhaps, fcarcely now to be; recover'd in Manu- 
Icript. The Book in the whole may be ufeful upon many

ferior neither to Theocritus nor Virgil^ and therefore zca- 
loufly wiflies for his other Works abroad, efpecially his 
Englifb Foety which bis Friend JS. K. did once protnife to 
publiOij he then fliews the Opinion that was held of the 
Power of Poetry ; how Alexander and Scipio \<?ere delighted 
with it. So proceeds to enumerate the moft raemorable 
Poets among the Ancients, as Orpheus^ Amphiony Tpt^usy 
HomeVy EnniuSy and Empedocles; with the Comicy Tragicy and 
TaftoralVotis anaong \.)\q Grecians-^ and in like manner the 
Latin Poets; more particularly of Virgil , then of the Ef i- 
grammaticy Ekgiaty and Hifiorical Poets.

Then 
he comes to Skelton in the Time of Henry VIII. who as he 
obtained the Laurel-Garland is, with good right, granted the 
Title of a Poet, being a pleafant conceited Fellow, and of 
a very fliarp Wit, exceeding bold, and would nip to the 
• very quick where he once fet hold. After him is mentionVl 
Mafter George Gaskoyney as painful a Soldier in the Adairs 
of his Prince and Country as he was a witty Poet in his 
' Writing; in whofe farther Commendation, he cites the 
Words of E. K. upon the ninth Eclogue of the new Foet. 
Here he pafles over divers, as the old Earl erf Smrreyy the 
Lord Vaux^ Norton^ Brsftowy EdvjarJs^ Tnffer^ Churchy ari'^ 
W. Hunnisj Haiwoody Sand^ Hyilj S. T. M. D. becaufe they 
would make his Difcourfe too tedious. But obfervcs, that 
the Earl of Oxford may challenge to himfelf the Title of the 
tnoft excellent, among the reft of the Lords and Gentlemen 
in her Majefty's Court. Hence he proceeds to the Tranf- 
. Jators ; among whom he fliall ever account Dr. Fhaer the 
beft, for his Pirgil, as far as half the tench Book of the jS^ 
^ rf neidh the reft being no lefs commendably finifli'd by that 
-worthy Scholar and famous Pbyfician T.Twyne: Equal witji

him he \o\n%* Arthur Goldingy for his Labour in Ovitts Me^ ' 
tamorpbofes-, who, for his further pro&tt^ this Nation and 
Speech in tU good Learning, is here greatly extoird. The 
next Place is given to Barnahy Googe^ betides his own Com- 
pofitionjs, for hisTTB:uihiionoi Pahjtgentus his ZoJiac; and 
he is follow'd by Alrraham Vkmming^ with whom he would 
join another of his Name> who had excelM as well in all 
kinds of Learning as in Poetry efpecially, were his Iqven* . 
tions made publick. Here he apologizes for not being par- 
ticular oA the TranOators of Senec4iy O^id, Horace, Man^ . 
tuauy and many others^ alfo the Students of the Umv.erfi-' 
ties and Inos^ or Court, becaufe he has not feen all he has ^ 
heard ot, nor dwells in a Places where he can eafily get ^ 
knowledge of their Works. One however he may not o- 
ver-flip, and that is Mafter George Whetfione^ a Man Angu- 
larly well skiird in this Faculty of Poetry. To him is joio'd , 
Anthony Munday^ ah earneft Traveller in this Art, in whofe 
Name our Author had feen very excellent Works, efpecially 
upon Nymphs and Shepherds, well worthy to be view'd, 
and to be efteero'd as very rare Pqctry. With thefe he 
placd John Gtaunge, Knyghty Wylmpt, Barrel^ F. C. F. K. 
and G. B. B^. here, has referv'd a Place purpofely for one, r 
, who if not* onl7, yet principally defervcs the Title of the 
righteft EngHfb Poet that ever our Author read, that is, the 
Author of ^tShef herd's Kalendar. And finds non^ fit to* 
couple with him^unlef- Gabriel H^r^uey^for his much adtnir'd 
Latin Poetry, his Reformation of our Englifb Verfe, and 
beautifying the fame with brave Devices, thq' chiefly hiddea 
in hateful Obfcurity, and the Author long fince occupied in 
graver Studies^. And -if he yere td join Harvey^B .two Brot 
thers, the' one a Divine, the other a Phyfician, is affur'd," 
they would nsuch adorn the Art, if they would fet their 
hands to it. 

After his Judgment of the Poets, he fpeaks of the E»^/^ 
Poetry in its Matter and Form ; what Ferfi is, the Argu- 
ments of primitive Poetry, the Comic, Tragic, andHifto- 
ric; the Ufe and End of Poetry from the Teftimonyof 
Horace. With his Advice, of letting things, feign'd for 
Pleafure, nearly refemble Truth, how- duely obferv'd by 
Chaucer. Others of. Horace h{$ Rules, with the Tranflation 
of Sir Thomas Eiyot of Reading lafcivious Poems, .and what 
good LeiTons fonie Readers will pick out of the worft of 
them. Examp^ to this purpofe, from Plautus, Terence, O- 
^d, and Martialy by Sir T. Elyot. Qf Heroic Poetry, and 
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that we have nothit^ anfwerable to Homer and Virgil^ '\m* 
putejd to our not having had a timely regard to the Evgli/k 
Speech, and curious handling of our Verfe, tho' now it ha^ 
had great Advantages of Eloquence from fome rare and fmt 
• gukr Wits; among whom, that ^Mailer jFoh^ Lilly has de- 
. lerved moft high Commendations, as one who has ftep'ci 
further therein than any before, or fince he firft began thq 
witty Difcourfe of his Euphues, Whofe Works furely in rc- 
fpeft of his Angular Eloquence, and brave Corapofition of 
^t Wo^dsand Sentences, let the learned examine atnd makq 
Trial thereof thro- all the Parrs of Rhetoric infit-Phrafes, in 
pithy Sentences, in gallant Tropes, in flowing Speech, in plaiq 
S^nfe,*^ and fGrely, in my Judgment, I think he will yield 
him" that Verdift which §imntilian gives of both the beft 
Orators, Demofi hones OindTully : That from the one nothing 
may be taken away ; -to the. other, nothing may be added ^ 
) _ ^ Bur for a clofer Example, to prove a fcw^mer Affertion, of 

the Fitnefs of our Language to receive the beft Form of 
Poetry, we are refer r'-d to the Examination:.«>f Dr. Fhaer*s 
Tranflatiori of Virgil mth the Originlal, from both which, ^ 
here are feveral Examples laid before us, anibur Critick 
thinks, that the like Inference might be drawn from the Com-r 
parifoh o€ O'tffiFs Metaf^orphofis^ with Ga/fl(r>?i;'sTr^nflation. 
' .Next our Author treats more particularly of the Paftorai 
if'oetry or Ecloguie : Here having fpoken of ThtofritMs^ Fir- 
it!^ arid others, he comes to one of our own Country, com- 
]f)arable with the beft in any Refped, even Mafter Spenfery 
Author of the^ Shepherd's Calendar ^ who wou'd, he thinks> 
have farpafled them, if the Coarfeneis of our S|jeech (that: 
is, the Coiirfeof Cuftom which he wou'-d not imVinge) had 
* been no greater Impediment to him, than their pure Native 

Tongues w^re to them. Here we have a little Comparifoii^ 
I between VirgiVs Eclogues and Spenfer% and the Commen- 

dations of E, K. upon the Evglifb Poet. The fubjeft Mat-r' 
' ter, and ufc of his' faid Calendar,. and our Author's Apology 

for what had been objefted againft fombthing in his fixth 
Edogue, flicwing itisthefoblifli Conftrudion, and not hii 
Writing that is biameable. To thefe Writers of Paftorals^ 
are join'd ihofe who wrote Precepts ofHusbandry in Verfe^ 
I after the -manner of Virgih Georgics ; fuch s^ that Book f

jind 'withal vety prettily handled. And h^ thinks that this 
'Argomertt has been' folitric treated of iri Poetry; becaufe lb 
IPapy have written of it in Prdfe. As for a Tranflation o 
**•■*•• '' • " thef 
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the Georgicff it appears that Ahr. Flemming in his Vcriioq 
of the Eclogues, did make fotne Protnife thereof, and that i 

our Author i^i?W^ did perform the like, but it feemsnot ' 

that either of their Works were printed. Thence, from the 
Subjed of odr Engli/b Writers, he pafles to the Form and 
Manner of our Englifb Verfe ,• cenfures our barbarous prac- 
tice of Rhyming j what is underftood by Rhyme, and how 
improperly that Word is apply'd. The firft beginning of 
Rhyme. Rules to be obferved in framing our Englijk 
Rhyme. Next we come to the feveral kinds of Engli/b 
Verfe, difieritig in Number of Syllables, where *tis obferv'd 
t^e longefl: Verfe in length, our Author has feen ufed in 
Englifb^ confifts of fixteen Syllables, not much ufed, and. 
comtponly divided, each Verfe equally into two, rhiming 
alternately. The next in length is of fourteen Syllables, the \ 

moft lifual of all others,, among Tranflators of the laatm 
Poets, which alfo often is divided into two Lines ; the firft of ' ' 

eight SyUables, the fecond of fix,> whereof the fixes always 
vhime, and fometim^s the others. Buf to avoid Tedioufnefi 
and Cgtjfufion, repeats only the different forts of Verfcs in 
the Shepherd's Calendati which contains twelve or thirteen 
feveral iprisy differing in Length, or Rhime, or Diftipc- 
tion of the Staves. After thefe Examples we have fome 
Remarks, on the natural Order of Words, or Tofltion in 
Englifb Poetry, and that the quantity of our old Verfe of 
ft)urteen Syllables* runs much upon the Iambic: With 
further Observations upon Rhime. Gasioyne's Inftrudions 
for yerfifying. pj^fome rare Devices and pretty Inventipns 
in Compofitiop, as in the Song of Colin, fung by Ctfddy in 
f he Shepherd's Calendar, framed upon fix Words, prettily 
furn'd and wound up together. Not unlike y-o^* Graunge's y 

Device of making the laft Words of a certain Number of 
Verfes fall into ^enfe : And that there \yere feveral delicate 
Performances iti this Nature of Echoes, privately paffing a- 
xnohg the fineflf Ppets of our Author's* Time. We have 
fomecbing alfo after the manner of the Acroftic, from the 
Compoficions of W. Hunnis,' Then he proceeds to there- 
formed kind of Englijb Verfe, in Ipitation of the Greeks 
^nd Latins, which mkny had attempted to put in Praflice, 
and this Part takes up three Leaves, Ip which among other 
Things, he obferves the Hexameter to be the moft famous 
Verfe j and that the firft who attempted to praftife it ift 
^ngli/b, was the Earl of Surrey, 'who tranflated fome j»rt 
gf yir$ilmo Verfe j but without regard of true quantity 6( 
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Syllable^. Here he repeats the famous Diftich in llexam$- • 
tevy common in the mouths of all M^en, tvhich was made 
by Mafter Watfony Fellow of St. >/&>/sCoilege in' Cam-, 
hridgey about forty Years paft ; and two more in the Gloft- 
of £. K. upon th6 6fch Eclogue of the new Poet: That; 
the great Number of the Hke kind made by Mr. Harvey ^ 
were not unknown to any, and his own Tranflation of the 
two firft Eclogues oi Virgil in the like lbrt:()f Verfe, •is'by- 
our Author here exhibited. After which Examples 'm 
Hexameter^ he comes to the Elegiac Veffe with Examples^' 

Sid laftly, in likfe manner of the 5tf/)p^r, wifh'an Example 
ereof in his Verfion, from the fourth EchgU4 in thfe $bep* 
kef d\ Calendar yxii C(?/rw*s , Song, fung by H<^bhiftol tn prafe 
of the Queen. To the whole is annexed, The Canons or Ge-^ 
neratCautians of/Bbetryy prefcribed byrfor^f^, firft gather'd 
hy Gej>, Fabricius Crernntcenfit *y and at the End, a fhort Epi- 
lo^tiey in which for the rendering our Poetry^ equal with 'the 
beft in other Tongues, he gives us hopes of framing fotne 
apt l^nglifh Profidia'; but hopes firft to enjoy the Benefif^f 
fortie others Judgment, whofe Authority may bear grcatCB 
Credit, and whofe Learriini; can better perforna it.

feveral Accoqnts, merit the Notice of the Britilb Lihr^i^ 
rian'^ being fuch a Rarity, as to have much efcaped the 
Knowledge or Obferyadon of thofe, who have attempted to 
enumerate and charafterife the Writers of our Ecekjiafiical 
Hiftory^ or the Lives of our. faints. The true Searchers after 
fuch Antiquities, are not to be prejudiced, to the rejedion 
of any folid Fads therein, by the religious Delufions of thofe 
Miracles, in which they are fometimes envejlop'd and con- 
vey'd ; well knowing, that no fuch ancient Hiftories from 
Topijb Writers, wou a be any ways fecure from misleading us, 
U fome difference were not to be allow'd, and Diftinftions 
praftifed in Reading them : but on the contrary, if in fuch 
Subjefts, the Reader imitates the Refiner^ he will not fpurn 
at Knowledge, becaufe it comes in the Ore, but feparate 
the Drofs, and embellifh the little Go/d that he finds. 

After the Author's Dedication, To the moft liluftrious 
and Religious Princefs Rej^ee de Lorraine^ Abbels of St. 
Teter of Reims; and his Verfes to the moft Illuftrious and 
Reverend Leijjis of Lorraine^ with other Verfes in Praifeof 
his Work, both in Larin and French y we have the Autho'r*s 
Prayer to St. Walburg^ in which we fliall forbear to criti- 
cife upon his Etymology of her Name, Valhurga^forte ^uafi 
validum burgum^ and pa(s to the Preface ,* from whence we 
learn that our Author gather'd his Materials for the faid Life^ 
from the Extrad which Surius has made thereof, out of an

toween us and other Nations ', his onl]^ Scope being to have 
Che Moneys of the Kingdom enhanced in Pneis, aiid the Fo- 
feisn Coins, inconveniently, made current in the Realm at 
high Rates : And becauTe the fiild Treacife Was publtOi'd at 
the Time whoi King Jamet had referred the confideration 
of this important Buiitidi to Henry ViTcount Mdndeville^ 
LordPrementof the PrivyOwncil, with others of Know- 
^ ledge and Experience ^tapng whom, our prefent Author 

Mr. Mafymt was calPd, and did cerdfy his Opinion ; he, 
therefore, dedicat«Bthi»^ij^f to his Majeftjr. 
^ In hid laid Dedication, ne lays down, lyafle^o be the

And King kenry Vlil. bis raifingthey^w^^/ Ni^ 
hie from 6 Shillings arid 8 Pence, to 7 Shillings and 4. Pcnc©> 
and afterwards to 7 Shillings and 6 Pence, wherebv every 
Ounce of 5r*r/f»^Silvet was worth 45 PericQ; yettnerewad 
nothing efFeded thereby, the Money ftill altering beyond Sea* 
Wherefore IVolfey had power given to alter the Valuation 
from time to time as he faw caufe. Soon after, it is fliewH 
how the Turks^ Perfans and RuJJtatts are, by keeping the 
Price of their Exchanges above the Valuation of their Mo^ 
veysj more politick than we.

The Third Caufe of Decay in Trade^ afcri- 
bed to litigious Law-Suits, our Author thinks there can be 
no fliorter Courfe to remedy than is us'd upon Proof and 
Specialities, if the Pleadings |and Iffucs be join'd according 
to the firftlnftitution ,* whereby the -Af^^/er^/F^^ may ap- 
pear before a Jury: For touching the Matter cfLaw^ it, 
being feparated* makes a Demurrer to be determin'd by the 
Judge. Here^ he commends the Cojarfe in Germany^ to take 
down litigious Humours, where a Fine of Twelve-pence in 
the Pound, or more is paid, to the Emperor, orMagiftrates, 
for (o much as is claim d of the Defendant more than can 
be proved to be due, bcfides further Charge, if he be found 
to proceed upon Revenge. As for the Differences between 
Merchants, he refers to his Lex Mercatoria'^ as alfo the 
Fourth Remedy, in behalf of the Fiftiing Trade. The Fifth 
upon making Cloth abroad, is partly redrefs'd by the late 
Proclamation, to prohibit Exportations of that kind. And 
the Rules of our Author for the true making of Cloth, may 
be a Remedy for the Seventh Caufe of Decay, as alfo to the 
Eighth'^ but the Sixths concerning the Policy of MerchantSy 
is recommended, for the general and not particular Good> 
to the Infpeftionofa Committee; fo that other Merchants 
may upon reafonable Confiderationsbe admitted of the faid 
Companies. The Ninth Caufe is partly handled in the Firfty 
and as to Bankrupts^ fome Remedy is affign'd alfo before, 
in'fetting over Bills of Debt ,• and the Defeds in the Statute 
againft them, is to be remedied by the Authority of Chan'* 
eery^ to the Commiflioners appointed to examine the fame. 
The Remedy to "the Tenth and laft Caufe of our faid De- 
cay, the Immoderate Ufe of Foreign Commodiries, coi\- 
Msi as was obferved before^ partly in reforming the Abufe 
a . of 
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of Exchange, whereby fu^ Abundance is imported, and 
partly in retraining the Affedacion of the Vulgar, to imi- 
tate their Superiors, by their being deprived of their III 
Examples. Our Author concludes, That all thefe C^ufes 
of the Decay of Trade in Englandj are moftly comprifed 
in thsCt One, the Want vf Money ^ whereof the Ahufeof Ex^ 
change is the EfficienS Caufe; which made him projed: fb 
eafy a RemeJj/j whereby the Kingdom (hall enjoy theThree 
Effeutial Farts of Traffic, under Good and Politic Govern- 
ment, which will efiedually produce a Eree Trade.

Thft 
Tide of Early fome think to be derived from the Germawt^ 
who had their Comites according to Tacitus \ but otbera 
think it came from the Romans^ and that htiortConftantina 
fhe Greats the Name of Comes was not iifed as a Title 'of 
Honour. TJiac after the diflblution of the Roman Empire^

call them. That they became not, before the Normans goc 
footing here, Feudal, Hereditary and Patrimonial, as ap^ 
pears by Domefda/t-Booii After that, they were created with

in their Creation, and they waited at hj^ Table there with-it 
by their Side. Icwas the next Age before the Impofition 
of a Chaplet, Cap of Honour with a Circlet of Gold came 
lup, which after th^t, as at this Day, was turn'd into a Cora- 
net with Rays or Points. »The Earls Palatine were rec- 
koned 'mod Honourable, and Hugh Lufus held the Earldom 
of Chefier^ as freely by the Sword, as the King held E«gAf»</ 
by the Crown.

4 Mowhray Earl of Nottingham, As for VifcountSy it is alfo 
an old Nam^of Office, but a new one of Dignity i not be- 
ing known among us for a Title of Honour before King 
Henry 'Vt who created yohn Lord Beaumont^ Vifcount 
Beaumont, Here 'tis remarked^ That after a Man is cre- 
ated an Earl or Vifcounr, or any other Title of Honour a- 
bove thcni, his Title becomes pat eel of his Name, and not 
an Addition only, and in all Legal Proceedings he mufl: be 
iftiled by that Dignity, Lafiiy^ We come^ to the Barons, 
And here 'tis obferved that our ancient Britons did not ac- 
knowledge the Name, and *that in the Englifb Saxon Laws 
it is not feen : That in the Saxon Gloffary of Alfrscus^ a- 
mong the Vocables or Terms of Honour; Dominus is tranf- 
kted Laford, which wp have contracted into LorJy and the 
2>A»w called their Free Lords, who equall'd the Barons of 
our Time^ Thani, And that in a Fragment of the Laws of 
Canute^WASthe firft inenrion of a Baron with us'; yet there- 
in, according to the Varieties of Copies, is indiflFerently 
read, Virones^ Baronhi and Tbani, The Service jof thefe 
Barons appears from the Laws of William the Conqueror, 
into which thpfe Ordinances 6i Canute are tranflated in the 
Nwman Tongue, where it being ordain'd, TKat the Heriot 
OvRelevies (hould be moderate, and thofe of an Earlj men- 
tioned, it appears that fomeof thofe Accoutrements (for the* 
Wars) to be raifed by the Barons^ were but half in propor- 
tion^ ^jf four Hories> two Swocds, four Spears, and four 
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Ta!|;ets j but for the reft, only one Helmet, one* Coat of 
Mail, and in Money only 50 Mancet or Marks of Gold, 
which are but a fourth Part. Alfo after the coming 
of the Normansj Vahafirs and Thanes were ranged in 
Degree next after Barons ; and our learned Interpreters 
have thought' the Dignity of Barons was comprehended un- 
der the Valvajores Majotes^ afterward called dfifamiiy and 
that the like Dignity was, by th^ Engiyb Saxons before the 
Q^nqueft called Thanes-^ according lo. Lambert in his F^rv ^ 

ambulation of Kent. Neither was the Name of Baron then 1 

granted to be of great Honour, fome Earls having in thofe ^ 

Days their Baroin under them, of which here are Examples 
produced . A few Years after they were accounted Barons^ 
who held an entire Barony^ confifting of 13 Knights Fees ^ 

and one Third, which amounted to 400 Marks yearly : A yg

fome of the King, and thofe who had them c^ this Value, 
were taken for Barons by Fee, to which was annexed a 
Dignity with Jurifdidion ; which the Court Barons ij^ fome " " 

fort prove. In King Henry Illd'sdays, there were reckon'd 
.in England 150 Baronies. But this Dignity attained to its 
highell Honour after that King in the 49th Year of his 
Re^n, fummon'd a feled Number to the Parliament, and 
they of the moft ancient Facniiies and excellent 'Qualificar 
tions, and decreed that none other fliou'd come^ which hfs 
Son Ediij^rd I, alfo conftantly obferv'd. Hence they were only 
accounted Barons^ whom the King by fuch Writs of Sum- 
mons did call to Parliament* And 'tis obferv'd, to the great 
Glory of this King Edward^ thachedid always dired: his (aid 
Writs to thofe of the beft Families, and whofe Wifiiom 
and Virtues were anfwerable : But pais'd over their Sons af- 
ter their Death, if they were^ not equal to their Parents in 
Underllanding and all other commendable Qualities. Here 
we have fome curious Queftions debated upon this Head, 
as.

Labours of Oughtredy Harrington^ Spanheim^ Porta, Tritbs' 
miufj Agrippay Claramueiy Silenusy aqd Frier Bacony with 
the like Praifes of a Vniverfal Chara&er, DaBylogyy the 
'P.eal CharaBer of the Chinefiy and Jacob Behmen^s Language 
rf Nature. After his Obfcrvations upon thefe Relatives to 
Grammar, he goes on to difcourfe in the IV. Chapter, Of 
Logic. And here (hews what a Civil War of Words it is 
made; the Imperfeftions of Arifiotl&'s Syftem, and of 
Logic itfelf ; with the Confcquence of Tullfs Alphabetical 
way of Syllogizingy and concludes with Lord Bacon^s Opi- 
nion of Logicy as it is abufed. So we come to V. The Ma^ . 
tbematical Sciences. And here he complains how (hame- 
fully the Foundation-Stone to this great Building, Arithme^ 
ticy has been negl^dted or thrown afide by our Academic 
Mafters, and but for fome private Spirits, fuch as Napier^

The Abfurditife$ of our 
Scholaftic Syftems of Agronomy ^ ixt rtext largely hid open j 
as that the Earth fe the Centre of the Univerfe, and the hea- 
venly Orbs immutable; that they are folid Bodies, the Ve-r 
locity of the Tenth Sphere, and of the Eighth, or Starry 
Sphere.

tie regarded the lihprovement of Status^ ArchinSturey 
Ineumatithmy^ Strataritbmetryy and the reft enqmerated by 
the learned Dr. Dee in his Preface to BucVtd. Hence. we 
pa(s Vr To Scholaftic Vhilofifhy, Herein AHftoth is puffd 
to pieces, from the beginning to the end, and R^onj 
Jlrawn for denying the Palm to the Teripatetic Philofophya 
from the uncertainty we are in, both as to his Books and 
poftrine, as alfo the defedivenefs of thofe which We Icdft 
doubt to be his ; whence we are led to obferve, in what Parts 
of Phyfical Knowledge the Schools are moft deficient, and 
thefe are Natural Magic^ Chymiftry^ Medicine^ AnAtomy^ 
Surgery^ and Fhypognomy^ CJcelcftial and Subcoeleftial, Onei-

as may be read in thefe Works^ and in the many Accounts 
of his L/fe, fet forth by the Roman Catholics, who have 
much magnified him for his faid Writings and Sufferings; 
yet are there many things in this Collection of his Englijb

B9ethius the Scot ; whereof the firft, in bis Hiftor/ ofBritasv^ 
tnainly fought not only to obfcure the Glory of the-BrittJb 
Name, but aUb to deBime the Britains themfelves with 
TdMidalous Lyes ^ and the} other, in attempting toraifethe 
&co$s out of Darknefi, attributes whatever he hn4s the R<k 
mams ox Britains h^wt done worthy of Commendation in 
this Ifland, all to his Countrymen. Yet does he alfo believe 
thatBrutut came into Britain with his Trojansy and rook 
upon him the Government thereof; whence; they might alfo 
be called Britains. Then he proceeds to the Divifitm of 
Britain into Lhoe^riay jiWaniaj and Cambria'^ fo to the En- 
trance of the Sax9nsy and by whom the Country was called 
Engfandi and the Veo^le Saifin, But now returning to 
treat more particularly of Lhoegr or Eitglamdy he begins firffc 
with Keftty and having given an Account of the ancient 
.Names ofPlaces in this and other Counties, to^o/. j^jwhere^ 
halving alfo reproved SleyJait*s partial Abridgment ot Froiffarty 
aad ended with die E^cent of the Stuarts^ he begins, 
as in a Second Partj with theft Words : *• Now that we have 
wander'd overall England called Lhoegr y let us next in Or-- 
der proceed to the fecond Region of JBr;>/iw> which, of our 
Countrymen, is called, ^/^^xr/^, of the Inhabitants, 5'r<»//ifXM^.'' 
Here he oblfcrves, That there was. never any Writer of 
Name, that made men/ion eichd" of Scots or Red/banks be- 
fore Vefpafian's Time, about the Year of our Lord's Incar- 
nation 72, when Meurigus or Arviragns reigned in Britain. 
And that they cou'd not be called by the Romans^ Fhichtiani^ 
for painting their Bodies, fince they were called by that 
Name before they were ever kaown to the Latins-^ and were 
i\i^.Britai?n whom Cefar and others report to have painted 
themfelves ^/tftf with the Herb Wdadj that they might appear 
more terrible to their Enemies. Then having given us the 
Original of the Scots and RedJbankS'i and diarply corrected 
Boothius for bis many Falfities,he proceeds,in the like Manner 
as he had done of England^ briefly to defcribe or explain 
the Names of feveral principal Places in Albania or Scotlandj 
and the circumjacent Iflands; fo pafles to the third Part con- 
cerning IVabs^ upon which our Author is moft copious, as 
well in defcribing the Manners of the People, ahd the Cha- 
rafters of fome of their moft ancient Worthies, as the an* 
cient Names of the Places : Incerfperfed with many learned 
Authorities, curious Obfervations, and critical Remarte. 
Of which, we Hiall mention only his Reproof of the Golden 
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Number J his Defcription of Wenefrid^s Well,* with othe' 
Cinfiircs again of P. Vtrgll and fVsUiam Petit ^t Monk, and 
laftly of Hildas, for his hard Charader of the Britains'^ as 
if he was to be regardtd merely as a Preacher " whofe Cuf- 
*' torn is, very fhlrply to inveigh againft the Faults of their 
« Hearers : Wherefore, if we feek Authorities out of Sermons 
" as Volydore hath done; what Parifh, what Town, what 
" Nation, or Kingdom may efcape Infamy? What hatK 
« Bernard written of the 'Romant ? Thus furely, terming 
«* them impious, unfaithful, feditious, difhoneft, traiterous, 
" great Speakers, but little Doers. Thefe Things are by 
« Diw»^yfpoken in the Pulpit, according unto their M^n- 
« ner, that the Tike Faults may be Amended, and the Life 
** reformed ; nor that the 'Rontam or Britatns were fuch in- 
" deed. Neither, is there any Man, unleG he be a fhame* 
« lefe Sycophant^ that lyeth in wait for all Occafions to dif* 
<« praife and accuie, which will go about, by wrefting of 
^* Sentences forth of the Sertrions of Preachers^ flanderout 
« ly to tax, and infamoufly to note any whole Covefit, 
*< Shire, City, or People. Wherefore, Jet fuch idle and 
^ ill-difpofed Slanderers leave off, and fuflFer the true Rc- 
<* nown of Britain to Appear tQ the World. Neither judge 
'*« me good Readei^ of toofliarp a Tongue j feeing (foGo4 
<< help me) neither Envy of any Foreiign Name, neither 
** Thirft of Vain-glory, neither Hatred of any Nation, 
<* but alone the Love of my Country, which is evil fpoken 
" of undefervediy, and dcfire to fet forth the Truths have 
^ provoked me to write thus much." Then follows a fliort 
and modeft Conclufion, after which, the whole is ended 
with certain Welcby or rather true Britijh Words converted 
into Ijatin by the Author, and now tranilated into Englifb.

ved' into frve Farts : The F/V/ffliews, TAp Bafiardyofthb 
Faife Fathers J and in this Part thefeftw Things are to be ^l07 
ted, That there are 187 feverai- Trfeitifes* here diftihdtly 
produced, 'which are ftirewdly fufpeiSted, if not plainly con- 
vided of Forgery fey the Papifis themfelves. That our. Author 
follows herein chfe Judjgment of their' moft efteemcd Wri- 
^s, fuch as Bellarmine and Baronius^ ^offevin and Gretfer^ 
Sextus Senenfis^ AHgelus Roccha^ F'afneliusj^ arid fundry others ; 
'ibmetimes, tho'feldom, citing^Efij/wj*/, or following his Cen- 
fore,becaure the Papifisfaiy he was an Apofiate ; tho' he defend- 
ed the Religion, then openly maintained, againft Oecnlimpadi'

fioipte People ,* Which they well mightdo, fince fome Lcam- 
^ Men berenam^d haVe been deceiyed^ to cite thefe For- 
geries^ 
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geriesy as the WorJdspf the Fathers, who lived before X«ir- 
fber's Time, fo they cou'dnot be forged by Proteftants, who 
according td the Opinion ot the Fapi/ls derive their Origin 
from him. And as to their beit^ cited fometimes by learn* 
ed Vfoteftauts alfo, 'tis but reafonaUe, as one fide has ufed 
them for their Convenience, that they (hou'd be as free for 
the other. After this Catalognej wnich comprehends 71 
Pages, we have a Lift of the Names of the Author*s whoie 
Books are cited ; and a brief Table wherein is declared, the 
life that Vapifis make of thefe Baftard Treatifes : With an- 
other Tahte^ ihewing who they were nvritien bjy or afcttbed 
tOy and the CharaSets of them. Thus we come to 

Part II. Of the Corruftion of the True Fathers^ wherein 
is the greater Danger, becaufe it may fpread farther before 
efpied. And here our Author takes the Word Fathers \n k 
large Senfe, extending it as far as Gregory de Valentia does, 
unto the beft learned of all Ages. His Obfervations are ta- 
ken from the moft learned Frotefiants^ and particularly his 
chief Encourager the learned Dr. Biljon^ Bifliop of iVin-- 
chefter. Further, this Part contains, 50 Proofs of corrupted 
Places in thefe Ecclefiaftical Writers. In the 26th Proof, 
there is a Story'rehearfed by our Author of Biihop Jeviel^ 
who citing St. Qregory\ Epiftles in a Vifitation Sermon, at 
jibingdan in Berkflbiroy was defamed for corrupting his Au- 
thor's Senfe ; which caufed all the MS. of that Father to be 
fearch'd, whereby it was found, that the Fopijb Editions on-^ 
ly were corrupted, that the Biihop had quoted the genuine 
oenfe, and that thofe who charged fuch Corruptions upon 
him were themfelves moft guilty of them. Our Author

able, the more fu£5cient others efteem him. This Part is 
pomprifed in IQ3 Pages, and has in another Page, The 
Names added, of the Authors and Fages corrupted. 

Part III. The Variety and Contrariety of the Popifli Bir 
Hesj commonly called th^ Vulgar Bibles in Latin. Qur Au-^ 
ilior's Motives for puUifhing this Part were, firft, becaufe it 
is a Matter of Faith to appoint what is Scripture, and what 
not, to fljew that the Pope may err in Matters of Faith. Se^ 
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monHy^ Becaufe Pafifii objeA to us our different Tranflations 
of the Bible, to fliew-their own grofi Errors and Abfurdities, 
in ietting forth their two Hierome Bibles, authoriz*d by 
two Popes within two Years. Tbirdlj-^ To vindicate his 
Bellum Pafdie, wrote ^gainft thofetwo difcording Editionil)^ 
from forne Objedions tothefame, lately publifli*d by J^^jiww 
Gretfer. In this Part it further appears, Thefe Bibles were 
fee forth by t^ope Sixtus in 1590, and Pope Clement 1592, 
And what Sentences or Words were added by Pope Cle^ 
menti which were not in t!?e Edition of Sixtus : Alfo the * 
Sentences or Words left out by Clement y which were in the 
Bibles of Sixtus ; with the Contradictions of one againft the 
other: Errors in Nj»wfr;Vi»/ Computations; Tranfpofition 
of Names^ and Other Alterations of the Senfe: To which 
follows, An Apohgy or Defchiceof iht Bellum Vapale^ pub- 
lifli'd by our Author againft thofe Bibles, 410, 1600, lit 
which he tells us, how he came to engage himfelf againft 
thofe Editions ; recites the pompous Infcription fet up in the 
Vatican in Honour of Sixtus^ upK)n his faidrublicationi .with 
the Apolojries of fome Jefuits for the Errors therein ; as 
Bald*winy Dr. NaiT^^,and Dr. Bijbop; alfo fome An(wersto 
Cretfir's Allegations againft our Author : With an Account

Account, as himfelf profefles. The Authors uftd in this

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T^reHtbam^ and was buried at Hamburjy but twidb traoflt- 
ted,firft from Trent ham to Hitw^iKr/afcout the Year io8>. af- 
terwards to Chefier, about 875, as the 2 B- and 2 Chap, qf 
her, Life aforefaid teftify. After which follow fevcrai niq- 
numental Infcriptions in the Quire of the liud Abbev^ am 
in St. NichoUs Chapel, for U^ilsam JiownhaMy Bimop of 
Chefiefj who died 1577; Dr. Geo. hloydy Bifhop of ^oivr^ 
1615 ; Dr. JohnLloydy a famous Civilian, ^1(^07 ^ SirQeo^ 
Beverley ; the famous Abbot Siman 'Ripley^ who died abpujp 
1492 ; Sir IV. Gerrard^ I j8i ^ and in ^x., Marys Chitpel^ 
Sir Henry Troutheck^ round the Effigies of whofe Body, in 
compleat Armour, is neatly wrought a Wreath of Trouts, 
Here alfo was buried the late famous Citizen Robert Brere^ 
'woody Alderman, and thrice Mayor of Chefier^ who wasji 
fays our Author, " The happy Father of the learned Ed^* 
«« Brerenvoody of Oxford; whole furpaOing Progrefc intheStu^ 
<* dies* of all manner of Learning, the Univcrfity does yec^ 
f* and for ever will ring loud of; and Grefbam College in 
« Ltmdony where he was Mathematicai Reader, will, to

not, almoft with as little Variation, come from 0/7, being 
idmoft as fubflantial in handling. He alf9 remarks upon 
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fbecpmmokiRepott of the Trees, which ate ken floating* 
fnBagmefe Pool aljovc Water, juft before any Heir of the 
liou^pf BfffHpn tlrc Owner thereof dies; but looks upon 
it- as ineerly,iiCC]<^ental. In EaJshury Hundred^ we have 
the Founda^ionHGharter of the Abbey of Demfoally in the 
County of Chefievy tranflated afterwards to the Vabf^Eoyafi 
:gi\ren by Eti^ardj eldeft Son of King Hevry III. in the 
54thyiear of hi^JUign ; alfo the laid King Henpy^s Letters 
ot Recommendation to all Abbots, &c. fn Englandy for 
Books to be bcftowcd on the faid Abbey ; alfo the Charter 
for Tranflation of the faid Abbey to the Vale-Royal. This 
Hqndred he^^oncludes with an Apology for paffing over 
fome old Prophecies, fome conceited Names of Trees^* , 
Mols-iPits, Pools, tong Shoots of old Archers, aHprfeRaoe 
or two, and the latter NewfoundrWell, becaufe he fup- 
pofes bis -long Joiu'jdey in this Ihtle Hundred, has well m^ 
tired Ms Reader akeady. In Wetall Hundred, when he' 
pmes to Bir^eit Wood, we have a Profpeft, in Scolpture, 
of the RuJna of B^ri^ewi?^^^^/ Abbey.

- Bffthi^re foHows another Traft, not before fpoken of irt 
cither of- the Title-Pages beForetbe BobI^> drin the Editor's- 
Preface, not being communicated pert^aps-r^ tfieywere 
priftted^ and it is . called Chrimicon Ctftrs^fe^ v^ritten by 
Simuel Lee^ as appears at the End of hi| Epiftle to the faid 
Edlcorhis ingenious Friend Mr.'D^ Ki«^,'dated iW^^ 8, 1656. 
In this Epiftle,* perceiving theeutad Times 6f the former* 
Rulers of that Province, not fo much- atrenderf as mij^ht' 
illuftratethatF^/i?^Rdj'^/,he defired to cotimvaiiitate to Pa- 
per, what he has obferved in b^ Readi4tg, which might 
conduce to the fixing of the Times and Seafoas, wherein 
the noble Atchivcments of its Ruldrs mA Inhabitants have 
been performed. And indeed he has Ihew^d himfelf more 
critically acquainted with all our ancient Htftorian$, as to * 
Time and Place, the two Eyes of Hiftory^ than both die 
foregoing Authors put together. His Work begins with a 
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Chapter. qppn the Romans 'mCheflsite^ m Which we have 
the various Opinions ot feveral Authors concerning it^ 
Pongicude and Latitude; but he prefers^ Shakerley in his 
Brifi/b Tablet y before all the reft. ThcQ. W7e have, in Chap- 
ter 2, the Kings, Dukes, and Earls oi MercU^ with the 
particular Earls of Ci&e/?fr from the Conqueft, and thofe of 
the Royal Blood, difpofed in their exadt Times, in five fc- 
veral Seftions. The third Chapter treats of the Biihops of 
Jderciay Who had their Seats fometimes at Coventry^ fome- 
(imes at Chefter^ moft commonly at Litchfeld^ and there- 
fore are ufually fo lliled ; but had Chefhire under their Epit 
copal Government. Alfo of the Bifhops of ChefierjUnce 
theConquefti and of the peculiar BiQiop^* of Cfef/^w^ from 
the Time of King HenrjVlll, in four Sedions. The fourth 
and laft Chapter difcourfes of the Parliamentary Barons of 
the Earls of Chefer : And firft of the Parons Temporal, id 
which we have the Stem of the Barops o^Hauhen-^ laftly, 
p' the Barons Spiritual, being an Account of the Earls, Bi- 
diop^j and Abbots.

Then having given an Example to fhew wherein that Ac* 
count is deficient, and Diredion to fevferal Authorities for. 
Confirmation thereof, he further " refers this to be proved 
" more at large in its proper Place, when he treats about 
** the Saxony Arrival into our Land, demonftraring their 
" Entrance to have been in the Vulgar Year of Chrift428, 
" and not in 445^ or. 450, as our old Authors ufually fix'd 
« it \ whereby great and knotty Difficulties have tied up

fn the Life of Sir Tho. Bodley nut it ten by himfelfy con- 
Cfting of 15 Pages, he tells us be was born at Exeter in De^ 
*vonJbirey the 2d 6f JMarch 1544, of Worfliipful Parents.. 
. That hi^ Father, ^a known Enemy to Popery, fled in Qi^een. 
JMar^s Reign into Germany^ fent for his Fatnily and fettling 
at Geneva^ when our Author was twelve Years of Age, had 
him inftru&ed in Hebrew zni Greeks by Chevaleriu$ and 
Beroaldus ; and in Divinity by Calvin and Bfza, befides Do- 
tneftic Teachers. In the beginning of Qjieen Elizabeth's 
Reign, they return^ to Lon^n, and he was fent to com* 
plete bis Studies at Oxford, where h^ took his Batchelor of 
Arts Degree, and was chofe Probationer of .A/fr/«» College 
in i5($3, and the Year after admitted Fellow.- In 15(^5 read 
the Greek LeSiure. Proceeded Maftcr of Arts 1^66^ and 
read for that YeaV, statural Fhilofif by ^ vfBsclcSted one of 
the Pro<5lors in 15^9. Siipply'd for a long time, .the Place 
of Vniverjity Orator.' Travell'd \n\o Italy, France^ and - 
Germany, to acquire the Modern Tongtres in 1576. Ib 
J585, was fent by the Queen to feveral German^ Princes, ta 
procure their Aid for the King of Navarre*,, Alfo to Hen* , 
r/'III. of Frtf»^f, both for this King's Advantage and that of ^ 
the Froteftant Caufe. In 1588 was fent to the Hague, andv 
there admitted one of their Council of State, and acquitted . 
Jirmfelf in his Charge, fo much to theXJueeii's Satisfa&ion> • 
that thenceforward he rarely received znylnfiru&iom in 
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thefe Proceedings of State. . After his return from near five 
Years Foreign Employment, hewasfenctothe Ha^ue again 
but returned in let than a Year : Yet was no fooner come 
hpme, but the Queen pleas'd with his Difcoveries, fent 
him again to the States^ with Charge to purfue, what 
he ^ad fecrctly propos'd i whereby all was brought to the 
Iflue defir'd. In all which Employments, he had no one 
more to his Friend among the Lords of the Council, than 
, the Treafurer Burghly^ who was of Opinion there was no 
Man fo fitlbr the Office of Secretary of State, and whofe ' 
Intention was,when he advanced his own Son thereto,to make 
Sir Thomas his Collegue. But before he returned from the 
Ihited Provinces in 1597, the Earl ofEpx in Oppofition 
to the Cecils^ had fo prodigally recommended his SuflBciency 
to the Queen for the Polt aforefaid, that (he (who hated the 
Earl's Ambition) was not the readier to prefer him,tho' they 
were to be jealous of him.

pecially certain Embaffies into I taly^ ^e, yet did he apply 
the Knowledge thereby acquired rather to the Improvement 
arid Communication of bis Studies,' than to the more fa* 
ihionable Attainments of worldly Riches, Offices and 
Dignities. He is iaid, by Bale, to have been the Son o^ 
Sir Richard Elyoti and born in Suffolk ; but his chiefHoufe

^* not only acknowledge them, but alfb admire them, &cy 
The next is Queen ElizabetFs Speech^ in anfiuer to the 
French Ambaffador^ Monpeur Believre, and the refi (rf his 
Comfanj^ juftifying her Proceedings againift the Queen of 
Scots. It begins thus : " My Lords Ambaffadors, I truft 
*/ fo much upon. the Goodneis of the King my good Bro- 
*' ther, &c. And thereiti her Majefty Sis ^ " I aflurcj 
** you, that all the Sorrows and Affliftions which ever I did 
^ receive, as cobcerning the Deaths of the King my Father, 
^* the King my Brother, and the Queen my Sifter, have 
'* not been fuch a <3rief unto my Heart as the Matter 
*^ we fpeakof. I ckllGod to witneisif eyerl would ufeher 
«^ as flie hath done me : All this I take upon my SdVation or 
*^ Damnation. I have feeri many Hiftbries, and read I be- 
" licve as many, I believe, as any Chriftia^n Prince or Prin- 
<^ cefs, but I never found one Matter like unto this. I re- 
^ member Well your IJifcourfe* and all that you have al- ^ 
*^ ledged unto me, but it cannot intice me to change "my * 
" Will, e^f," Then follows the moft forrowful and de- 
fperate Letter of Margaret^ Queen of Navarre^ to Mon^ 
fieur de Sarlant, complaining of the Queen her Mother> 
abandoning her to fliameful Ruin j and protefting, " That 
*^' as her Heart wou'd not let her fall into the Hands of her 
** Enemies alive, ihe would never eat m6re; and that the 
^* firft News her Mother flioud hear of her fhoud be her 
^S. Death.'* After this we have^ T^e Booke of the *whole 
Naviey containing the Namtes of all the Q^ieen's Majeftie's 
Shippes, with their Tonnage, and nomber of Mariners, Gun- 
ners andSouldiers the 27 of December^ 1585. From hence 
we learn the Royal Navy then confifted of 3(> Ships ^ that, 
the biggeft, named theTriumfh^ was of 1000 Tun Burden, 
carried 350 Mariners, 50 Gunners, and 200 Soldiers. Of 
the reft, two, were of 900 Ton, one of 800, one of 6yo, 
and feven of 500, fo leflening down to 20 Ton fome of 
them.

deliberately executed hy Charles^ King; of Naples ^ thro' the 
Advice of Z.#w/x King of Hungary ; and Conradme King of 
tTaplesy\Nho was iouke mat)ner condemned and publidcly 

N executed^ and the moAChriflian ConRantine^ who put to 
death th^ Emperor LiciMus^ with a Comparifon between 
this Cafe arid that of the Queen of Scots ; and here we have 
a Book of this Queen's referr'd to, called Expetit, Caufa^ 
tunsy &c.

^Dr. WhitCy Dr. Beacon^ Rich, Tofclyffy and Rich, Tonge ; 
Svhereby it appears, that he being earneftly required to 
conform himfelf in Religion according to the Laws of her 
[Majefty, now eftablifhed, refufed utterly, faying, " He is 
*' taught that Dodrine and Religion at Kaw?, wherein he 
^^ will ftand and hopeth to die. Thefe Anfwers contain 
three Pages. Then follows two Letters by ^ the Earl of 
Leicefter to Mr. fVoolley ^fotehid ; both written from the 
Low Countries. From the firft, confifting of fix Pages, 
we learn, That Mr. Woolley had conveyed to her Majefty 
his Lordfliip's Replications to the Lord Buckhurfty Sir John 
Norrify and Wylkes ^ and that he had advifed his Lordffiip 
not to be fevere in following Revenge, for her Majefty 
hath them ftill in her Difpleafure ,' and they give it out that 
it is only for his Lordihip's Caufe. In this Letter he fur- 
ther declares, they have Friends to help them to execute 
their foul Ttz,&s ^ and he^ few to help to deliver him in his 
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juft Defence 2 And asks i^hat he (hould have been thought 
of if he had left their Declaration^ unanfwered. That in 
what her Majefty has fpared them for herfelf, they ought 
the more to acknowledge it, and what ihe laid upon them 
for his Sake, he is upon bis Knees, with all Humbleneisj 
^o yield moft dutyful Thanks. As to his Succeffor that is 
talked of, and whether he was to be Governor General as 
bis Lordfliip is, or only have the Government over hes 
Majefty's People there, he thinks it will foon be refolvcd j 
for that the States have found fuch a fweet Tafte in com- 
manding as well Men as Money, that they will hardly yield 
to any more Governors till they muft by force j therefore 
that it fliou'd befeen his Lordrfiip would be thelaft. We 
are here informed alfo, of the Difpute his Lordfliip had with 
the States, about the Payment of the 5000 Men he carried 
over with him. Alfo concerning Sluce Haven, what h^ 
has written about it, andMr. Beal is tod(?liyer. And that 
nothing can be done but by Count Maurice^ of whofc bad 
Dealing her Majefty doth know. ' That the Talk of Peac^ 
holds all Things in fufpence : That it is greatly prefs'd b}^ 
fbme, to make it conceived, that it will be better fqo 
themfelves to deal by themfelves, than to join with her 
Majefty j and herein doth Maurice and fJoliock join an<t 
praditice for life againft her, as they have done ever finc€f 
his Lordfliip came ov^r , and that he fliall hazard fome-. 
what to impeach their Doings, as he intends.. And a lit- 
tle further : ^^ What a Tyroe of Fadion I have fuffered! 
" and now more than ever ; for that the Affurance of Peace 
*^ dothe drawe many from me and ray Authoritie, an^l ft> 
/^ fallerh it out every Day more manifefte than other. T 
*' am here wirhoure.eyther Nobleman, Gfiiccr, or Coun*? 
*^ cellor. Killigre'we I am fayne to leave at Hage^ where the 
" Councel are ^ my felf, for her Majeftiqs Service, to. 
" wander upp and downe, bothe in daylie Danger of m)ft 
*' LyflFe, and yet withoute fo doing flioulde not be able to 
<'^ ftaye Men's Mindes as they ought to bee. And if her 
" Majefties Letter -had bene delivered to the Sfates that 
« jftye broughte, never Man had receyve4 fo undeferved 
^ a Shame as I had, and utterliediflionoared her ownDo- 
« ing withall. Such Comfort I am fubjeft unto ! And. 
^ all this while not one Perfon fent over to confirm my 
*^ Doings, which were meet fo to bee ; nor to expofta* 
*^ late to thefe Men as it had bene conveniente, in fo dan- 
l^ gerous a Tymc as this ys, for yt ys. not the hafte ftf Pftaci?* 
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^ nor the Shewes of yt that will bring fucb i Peace as 
^ ihould bee, &€.** This Letter is figned with the Eari'^ 
Name, and dated 3 of OBeb. 1587. The next Letter by 
the faid Earl to the fame Perfod, informs us, That this 
Peace in hand bM;ins to make great War in thofe Parts, 
for that none wou^ hear of it but fuch as wholly depend- 
ed on her Majefty. And here he further exprefles his Un- 
6a(inefs under his Charge, thus, *^ I affure you my Lyflfe 
** Was never wearifome to me till nowe : I woulde my Eftate 
^ here were eytber felte, hcarde, or utKJerftood ; I knowe^ 
^ of fo many profefled Friendes as I have, I (hall findefom^ 
** woulde feekc to releyve yt/* And further, that he was 
near tiorne in Korth Holland'^ and means to ftay a few 
Pays thereabouts ; defires to be excufed to the Lords, for 
0iat all his Secretaries ^re employ*d abroad ,' hot>es to hear 
from him fpeedily the blefled Sound of Retreat ; that he 
is difpatching the Soldiers as fad home as he can ; that he 
f rufts th? Lords will confider how little Caufe he has to 
ftay there any longer, except^ now he has worne out all 
bis Company, they intend he (hall weare out himfelf. So 
ends, in hade, the 9 of OBob. 1587.

The next Memorial 
feems to be a very curious and particular Account of the 
nohoie yearly Revenue of the Kingdom of Spain : Firft, be- 
ginning with the Revenues of all the States belonging to 
that Crown : The Mines ; Cuftoms of them, and of the 
Slaves^ anK>unting to above ten Millions, four Hundred^

from the five Orders of Knighthood, and his Profits upon 
bellowing the Encomendas belonging to three of them ; 
with the particular Names, Number, and Value thereof j 
where it appears, the whole Order of St. yames amounts 
to 385915 Uuckets : The whole Order of Calatrava to 
254450 Duckets, including that of Monte%a # The whole 
Order of Alcantara to 17 1300 Duckets : Befides the Or- 
der of St. yohn'i at this time divided between Don Antonio 
de Toledo^ and the bafe Son of the' Duke oi Alva, Fur- 
ther, that out of the Rents of the three Orders ofEncomen* 
das that King receives, as Great Matter, for his Part year- 
ly, two Hundred and feventy Thoufand Duckets. Then 
follows an Account of the yearly Charges which that King 
is at, amotinting to above feven millions of Duckets; whicn 
compared with his Receipts leaves him atove two Millions 
eight hundred Thoufand clear. 

Next, we come to a few Papers of more private or par- 
ticular Concern again, as a Bemonftrance to the Lord Chan- 
celler Hatton, and Lord Treafurer Burghley, with the reft of

And the 
next is a very odd Story; entitled, The Pcvfeffion of Edw. 
Burnell : Tis comprifed in fix Pages, and the Subftance of 
it is this ; This Mr* Burnelly as appears by his own Com-* 
plaint, had met with hardUfage in i\itCourt of Wards and 
Ijtveries ^ was turnl^d out of fome PofTeffions \ and had 
brought his Adverurics into the Star-Chamberior Perjury 
and Forgery : But here, the Equity of his Caufe not being 
heard ; he thought he had a right to fay, her Majefty want- 
' td faithful Hearts^ to fee, according to her J&ifpofition, 
Juftice executed. Hereupon he prepares a Niw-Xear's Gift 
for her Majefty, which was a Latin Oration ^ but he was 
taken up and examined before Sir George Carey and Ralph 
hane Efq; the very Day, yet fo early as two o'clock in 
the Morning, that he was to have made his (aid Speech^ 
which was January i, 1%%^. This Examination we have 
here, with that alfo of Mr. BurneWs Servant, John CarU 
'Wright j and therein it appears, when they demanded what 
his NeiD-Tear^s Gift was to be, he anfwer'd, he had it about 
him ,* fo opening his Doublet, he (hewed his naked Breaft, 
and faid, that after declaring to her Majefty his good Meani> 
ing towards her by the Oration he had made in Latin^ he 
would have ripped his Body as far as he cou'd, and his Breaft, 
fo far as he might, without Danger of Death, to have 
fliewn her I^ajefty his Heart. They demanded, whom he 
acquainted with tnis Device ? He anfwered ^ he had advifed 
with Paul Warren and one Gyles, two Surgeons ; had asked 
them, whether a Man being ripped down the Body might; 
not yet live ? They anfwer'd, hardly ; but upoti his impor- 
tuning Warren^ who was his Relation, he promifed,^if he 
continued refolute, that he wou'd m^eet him at Greenwich 
(where the Court lay) this Morning. Being required to fet 
down the Oration he meant to have pronounced y alfo to 
give them an Account of what Places and Company he had 
been in for eight Days before : He anfwered, by writing 
the faid Oration down, which we have here, in half a 
Page ; with the Caufes that moved him to give this Gift i 
alfo the Particulars where, and with whom he had been> 
fince Chrifimas Day laft.

Thus we end our brief Recapitulation of this Bopk ; not 
wfthout fome wonder to obferve, that after near (ixfcore 
Years fince this Author thus broke through thofe Clouds 
of Darknefs and Oblivion, wherewith the Luftre of tht^^ 
County had been overfliadowed, fo fiew others ihould fee 
the way to imitate his Exatnple, by their further lUuftra- 
tions thereof: Infbmuch that we know not of any one 
County in England^ which in that compafi of Years has 
had fewer Publications bcftowed uDon it relating either to 
its Antiquities^ or natural Hiftary. Nay even our Author's 
bwn improved Copy of this Work, very much enriched 
with 'Romany Saxon^ and other Antiquities, has, to this 
day, been deny'd the Light. Wherefore We thought it a 
Debt due to his Merit, as well as to the SubjeA he has 
celebrated, to take the Notice we have here done of 
them, in order to excite thofe whom it may concern, to 
oblige the Publick either with that enlarged Work of this 
Author, with further Continuations thereof, of any other 
fiich Memorials of the Place and its Produdls, as may 
render them, with what Juftice they deferve, no lefi confix 
derabte than other Counties, and their Produ£tions appear 
in this liland.

Their (Sjmputa- 
tation of Time they notched upon fquare Sticks, called Al^ 
mon-aghty or All moon heed^ whence our Almanac. Here 
we have the old Saxoni>izmes of the twelve Months in the 
.Year, with their Explanations ,* which we now call by 
^ames o^. French and Latin Derivation. Next of the an- 
cient Government of Saxony ; the four forts of Ordealy or 
Trial of Right; by Combat, hot Iron, hoc Water, and cold 
Water : But, not thought fit to be continued among Chri- 
fiians, they were abolim'd by Pope Stephen^ Here we enter 
upon the Idolatry of the Pagan S axons y and their fuperilitious 
Cuftoms for prefaging of Events. More particularly of their 
Idols for the feven Days in the U^eehy which we have here 
neatly rcprefbnted in Sculpture; as 6rft, tneldol of the Sun^ 
whence comes the Name of Sunday. ; next that of the Moon, 
whence Monday ; next the Idol of Thyfcoy whence Tuefday ; 
next is their Idol Pf^oden or God of Battle, whence Wednef- 
day ; the next is their Maieftic Thoty fitting under a Thron9 
with a Circle of Stars behind his Head, ^hsnctThurfday '^ 
the next is Frigay an Idol that reprefented both Sqxcs^ with 
a Sword in one Hand and Bow in the other y was reputed 
the Giver of Peace and Plenty, the Caufer of Love and 
Friendfliip, and from the Day of her Adoration we yet retaia 
the Name of Friday. The laft is the Idol of Seatery repre^ 
.fented ftanding on the fliarp-finn'd back of aPeareh, tofig^ 
nify, ihtSaxonsy for ferving him, fliould pais without Harni 
in dangerous Places; aHb holding a Wheel in his left Handy 
to betoken their Unity and Concurrence in one Courfe ; and 
a Pail full of Water, Flowers and Fruits in the right Hand, %<^ 
denote that with kindly Rain he wouM nourifii and difpofe 
the Earth to fucb Produ&ions. After the(e, wehave an Ac* 
' jcount of two other Saxon Idols, as that named Ermenfiwl^ or 
the F^illar of the Poor, which the Franksy with other Germans^ 
as well as the Saxons ador'd : And that alio named Flynty from 
the Stone it ftood on ; befides three or four more, which arc 
only named. And here we have dur Author's Reafons why 
the Romans taiAook the German Idols to be derived from 
fhcir Qwo^ as Tkffr (torn y«pf^^f ^^^^ from Venusy and 
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Seafef from Saturn: Alfo his Remarks oh the horrible 
Excefs of Idolatry their Votaries were arrived to, in that 
Jfarold I. King of Norvjay facrificed two of his Sons to his 
Idols, that they might grant fuch a Tempeft is would dif- 
perfe and confouna the Fleet which Harold VI. King of 
Denmark was preparing to fend againft him. Further, that 
in Britain none of their Idols were in greater Requeft than 
TVoJeny as by feveral Places in Kenty Staffordflytre^ and Wiit^ 
fjire may appear, which retain chcir Appellations from hitn. 
But thefe Idols were all demoUfh'd by Ethelhert^ the firft Chri- 
ftian Englijh Saxon King, and others of thofe Kings in their 
feveral Territories. Next we are informed how the Saxons 
extended their Bounds' in Germany beyond any other People 
there j and hov/they were tranlportcd by C^^rArx the Great 
into Tranjilvania and other Regions j which introduces 
an incredible Stbry of a Tranfportatian which happened iti 
Saxony not many Ages paft. vFor there came into the 
Town of Hamel in Brunpwick a Man, whom, partly from 
his patched of motly-colour'd Coat, they called the Pfea-piperj 
who having igreed with them to rid their Town of Rats^ 
wherewith it was much annoyed j he with his Pipe dre^y 
all the faid Vermin after him into thcRWtr f^eaferx where 
they weredrown'd. But the Townfmen then fwerving from

Danes are here obferved to have renewed their ancient

tain about 550 Yeai^s, a^d about 156 Years after they were 
becotne the iole PoO^flbrs of that Part now called England.

the Crown wasijc^v^r intended him, by ^dward the Con- 
\ fiffkty as by R^fpns alfo appears. The Paruciilara of this

The feventh Chapter. Of the great Antiquity of^ur nw- 
dent Englifh Tongue ; and of the Vrxipriety^ Worthtnefs 
and Amplitude thereof \ with an Explanation of fundry our 
moft ancient Engliih Words. Here it is aflcrted that the 
-Ground of our Englijb is tht Teutonic Tongue^ and that this 
Language was undoubtedly that,'whkh, at the Confufion 
of Babel the Teutonic People, or thofe cbndufted by Tuifi» 
did foeak : One f nftance giyeq, is our iifing the Woixl 
babble^ ovbaHbiingj from Babely when dnefpeaks confufed- 
ly or vain : Other Inferences from our Language, being at 
firft moftly Monofyllables. Here we have an Account of 
Becanus his Opinion^ That the Teutonic was the Language 
Adam fpake in Paradife^ with his Reafbns from the Inter- 
pretation of the Words Adam^ Ew, Cain^ Abel^ Sethy E- 
noch^ &c. Alfo of Gody Devil j Heaven, Hell, Man, TPih' 
tnan^ &c. Here we have the Authorities of Tolet anus and 
Lh/iur for the vaft Extent of this ancient Language, and 
a Ccnfure upon the Wantohnefs of borrowing Words from 
the French or Latin in writing or (peaking it. Inftanccs 
of this Age being given more to Variety than others. An 
Example of the Nearnefs of our Language to the Dutch. 
Mow France and Spain came to fpeak broken Latin^ 
Whence the Word Romance' or "RoiHant is derived. Ex- 
apaplcs, ^tmngthtOld French andOW Englijb were much 
alike y from Du Uasllan ; Otfridus his Preface to the Gofpek^ 
tranflated about 800 Years paft ; and JVifferamus the Ab- 
bot, his Tranflation, into*oA/ French^ of Cantkum Cantica^ 
rum. Of the Norman Mixture with our Tongue j and 
that " afterwards Chaucer was a great Mingler of Englijh 
with French}, wherefore^ tho' out Author reverences him as 
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»n excellent Poet for his Time, he is 00c of their Opinion 
who call him the firfl; Illuminator of the Snglijb Tonguf ; 
«fi(i thinks he might have the greater ASedion to the 
French Languages becaufe he was defcendecl of a French 
or rather Walloon Race. That fince his Time, more L^s- 
$in and French have been admitted, than left out^ of our 
Tof^«;ue. From whence it is inferr'd that our Language 
p difcredited> by borrowing fo much, even to the making 
our felves unintelligible in oqr own Country, as that fuper- 
^ne Orator did who declared. That " as he itinerated, he 
•* obviated a rural Perfon, and interrogating him concerjv 
^^ ing the Tranfition of the Time, and the Deponftration 
*' of the Paffage, found him a meer Simplician : '* Never 
dreaming 'twas himfelf who made hirh fo ^ and that if he 
liad ask'd him in plaia Englijb^ What it was o'clock ? And 
which was his way to the Place he wanted ? he mig;ht hive 
bad a ^tisfadory Anfwer. As fuch Examples are apt to 
raHe Derifioi) even among our felves, mi^ch more may 
Grangers b^ inclined to be merry with us at them ^ fince 
they have nought elfe for the |^an of tb^ir Words ; dif> 
gaining to borrovl^ of our Stqre, which we have rendered 
£> obfdete and uncouth, by defpifing the Ufe of it qur felves. 
As an Example of this Negle&, bur Author here gives aii 
Alphabet of our moft ancient Englijb Words wit)^ their Ex- 
planations vc^ above thirty Pages, and herewitbi concludes^ 
this Part. 

The eighth Chapter confifts of the Et/mologies rfthe atn 
iknt Saxon Proper Names of Men and Women^ This be- 
gins with fome. general Rules to difcern the Saxom Proper 
Names ^ which leads us to the Alfhabep of them, contain- 
ing above thirty Pages ; and concludes with fome Remark^ 
upon theWifdom of our faid Anceftors in the Choice and 
Significancy oi them, according to the Cuftom of the 
.Hebrews, who fo adapted, or had the like Propriety ia 
their ProferNamet. 

The ninth' Chaptier Oiews honx^ by $h^ Surnames of the 
^apiilies of England #/ way be dijiemed from ivbenco they

.Saxons, or from the Danes or Normans. Here, after ob- 
serving how thd S§3ions havii^ gjiven Names to Places ia 
England^ which Places afterwards gi^ve Names)to the Inh»-. 
,l)itants, th^i Method is preferred, becaufe our Surnames are 
Infinite, and it v^iou'd be tedious to fpecify a Multitude of 
them at kogth.) of chufing out tbe pu}ft Mf^W^TertiMoadoDs,

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etch to fcirve for a kind of gfenerat Rule,; how to ajpropriv 
ate all fuch Names as do fo end, or more clearly diuinguifli ' 
diereby our anc^eoc Englip Famijies , beginning with thofe 
ending in all^ proceeding to thofe endirig in beke^ heriey 
and fo thro' the whole Alphabec. After this^ we have another 
Alphabet of our ancient Surnames which are of one Sylla- 
bfe, and fomecimes ferving for Terminatibns of other Sur- 
names : Some alfo of two Syllables, and not ufed to ter- 
minate othier Surnames. At the end of this we have a ge- 
neral Rule for the knowing of Evglifb Families, which is 
if there be a i^ or a at; in the Name, neither the Ldtin^ 
nor any of the three Languages depending thereon, ufing 
thofe Letters ; which fomecimes caufes Confufion in their 
writing of our Names : A notorious Example whereof we 
have in our renowned Sir John HawkavooJy who in the 
Latin Epitaph upon his Monument at Flotencey is written 
Joannit Acutus^ the h being left out as ufelefe, the k and iu 
as unufual ; and fo> returned into EngUJhy they have made 
John Sharp of him. Here follows an Obfervation upon 
liich Surnames as have been fuppoied to take their Original • 
frpm the Jyanes : And laftly, the Surname$ coming from 
the Normans ^ the whole Chapter ending with a Remark 
upon the Britijb' or Welch Names which ^re thought to have 
been mixed with thofe of the Romanfy the Britains being 
under Subjedtion to thefe People about 500 Years. And 
hence concludes, the honourable Family of Cecils^ being if- 
fued from Waksy is originally defcended from the Romans,

Next, King Ed*mard 
IV. Flower of Knighthood, Beawte, Liberalite, and Wit 
dome with Manhod> &c. After him his Brothet King

After tbeTe Views of this Ceremony we have, two or 
three Tables or Genealogies of Hungary ^ of the Kings oP 
Caftille^ and thcFitzbardingS:^ &c. TKen we come to fome 
Pourtraits of certain noble Perfonages two in a Leaf, at full 
length, painted in their proper Habits and Robes for twelve 
Pages together.

Hereford^ with Joanna Lady Acres his Wife^ Daughter bfc 
that King ; Tbo, de Mvnthermer his Son, and Ed*ward his^n :

Daughter of Thomas de Monthermerj John Earl of Salishuryi 
2XiAThomas his Son, with theinCounteiles ; Richard Nev/k 
Earl of Salishurjy and his Lady Alke y Richard NevilE^rlct 
ffariuicky and Anne^ his Lady ; King Richard IIL and his 
Queen -^w»^j William Lord Ferres of Groby^ and Lady ilil«f«« 
garet his Wife ; alfo the Duke of Exeter and his Dutch€&. 
Of which Figures the Men, being moft of them in Ar- 
mour; have their Helmets dofed over their Faces, ail bat* 
xht two King Richardfyiand Thomas and Edward Sons of > 
Richard de Monthermer. After thefe we have inTour Pages 
more, fome unfiniOied Draughts of. the Standard &arers;' 
between two of which are fome of the Knights Companions- 
of the firft and fecond Stall meatioo'd. 

Then follow a few Leaves of fome Goats of Arms with-'' 
out Crefts or Badges, and a Pedigree of Dampetrey Earl of 
Planders'y with a Draught of two or three monumental Fi- 
gures : And then we come to an Account of the Fees that 
William Brugys alias Garter had of the Prelate and Knights 
cf the OrdeTy befides the Sovereign : Which Brugys was ia 
the time of King Henry V. and King Henry VI. in his Be- 
ginning. . AHb a Memorandum of about fixceen Knights 
'who were created Peers in the Reign of King Henry FL and- 
the Days when. The next is a- Lift of the Knights of the 
Garter theThirdofS^ng Edward FI. in French -y but either 
the Account is not finifhed, or the number of them were 
then but Eighteen including the Sovereign. The next Piece ' 
is the Pediff^ee of the Lord Perfe of Luxemburgh Earl of 
Saint Pouh. Towards the Conclufion <^ this Pedigree, we 
learn that it was jaaade for the LzAy Margaret Vauxy and 
that due Brother of. this Lady was named WiUiam Lord of : 
Ae Vaux^ who was diea aUve.: And further wq havexhcfc;

It was compoied, Aat is the Arms and Dates were fettled by 
Thomas Talbot a noted Antiquary of thofe Times, and graved 
by Jadems Hondsns of Flanders in London the Year above- 
xnentaon'd The other Sheet is ftuck upon Canvas, and is 
foibii'd 'dafirarce Imble^ but it contains a fliott Account 
in Latin of all the Orders of Knighthood Ecclefiaftical or 
CivU diat are famous thro' the Chriflian World. I think ic 
is dedicated to Dr. Tbo. Hesketh by JohnClapham. 

There are further twoLif/ziiTrads in this Volume, which 
aUb never belonged originally to the aforelai<i OoUeftion^ 
but are both bound in with them, (Parchment Covers and 
all) the one called Libert ates CollegiL The other contains 
the Accounts of Owen Oglethorp Treafiircr of St. Georges 
Chapel, from the laft Day of 0£Mer in the 38di of Hhtry 
Vlli. to die laft ofSettember in the firft of King Edward Vl. 
The reft of the Book confifts onty of feveral Sheets of the 

gipted Titles and painted Arms of fi>me Knights of the 
srter in King Chofks the Secpnd^^ tioM ; fiich as am ufu- 
aHy dii^rfed at their Inftallacioos, and only bound in her e>

The Care of thus gathering and binding togethier thcfe Col-

'Tp HIS Work, replenifh'd with Variety qf learned Autho- 
A rities from- the Ancients, and hiftorical Examples of all 
Times, is dedicated to Sir Francis Walfinghansy from ilo- 
lUtfr^HoufC) by Henry^Howardy afterwards Earl of Norths 
ampton and Lord Frivy Stal. The noble Author, ipgeni- 
ouily befpeaks the Patronage of bis Friend, in the faid De- 
dication, by introducing it with an Allufion from Vitruvius*^ 
who allows, '^' no Building to be fully finifhed, which wants 
" a Cover to bear out a Storm." Therefore, having made 
an end of this rude Pile, prefumes to grace it with the Lou* 
'ver of his honourable Name. Further confeffing his par- 
ticular AfFedion and Zeal to him was fo much increafed 
from his ftedfaft Friendihip in the Days of Proof, that not 
only his Hand was ready to ^bfcribe> but his Heart with* 
all CO acknowledge the great .Merit of bis undeferved Fa- 
. . ' X X . vouo 
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vour. For who inay be more fecurely trufted in the Pore 
of Liberty, than he that once voach(afed with a favourable 
Hand to waft him but of the Surges of uncertain Chance f 
And a little further, we obferve, that from the fixteenth 
Year of hi^ Age till this Day, bis Cuftom had been, in thtt 
Courfe of his Heading Co ftore up all fuch Res(fons and Ez- 
«in()les as occurr'd in Pbilofophy, the Civil Laws, Divinity, 
or Hiflrories, to the Ruin of pretended Prophets and their 
Prophelies. The Readers, of whole Cenfure he is moft ap^ 
prchenfive, are of three Sorts : The firft,. looking not into 
theSubjeabut the Writer, with fuch Partiality, t^stBaftt^ 
ihall fooner be crowned with Laurel, if he bear their Li- 
very, than Himer with an Ivy Garland, ^c. The fecond 
Sort, are the clofe fullcn Cenfors, who injure no left by fi- 
!ent Scorn and malicious Innuendos, than by open Exclama-v 
Hons, And the Taft kind, are the falfe Prophets and their 
Favourites/, who nehhier upon Spleen; againd: the Writer, 
nor overweening of themfelves, but only with a mortal 
Fear led; their D/iUM ihould be robb'dof her filver Shrine, 
xire like to bend their whole Endeavour againft the Oon^ 
• tertipt of their inveterate Abufes, This is followed with 
fome curious Reflexions upon the Vanity of Prophefies ^nd 
.Oracles ^ by the utmoft PretenGons whereof, we cannot 
alter the determinate Courfe which is prefixed in thePrbvi^ 
^enbe of God> nor pfognofticate of any future Accident. 
HVe may change our Vis0el, like Sea-fick Paflengers, but 
)iot our Paiti^ our Bed, but not our Fit; our Clixnate, but 
Tnorour Quality : For he that ftinted -and confined us to Goi 
vernmenc upon the Ground, forbade us, ias it were by Con* 
Sequence, amtuUre im MiraUlihus '^ and he that made us ip* 
Dprant of many prefent Matters for our own Behoof, would 
not entangle us with Guefles and ConjeAures Je futurhy 
for a greater tnconveniency. The Trees which are moft 
backward in putting forth their Blofibms, profper long ; 
whereas Almonds are moft commonly decay'd and ftarv'd 
by the Froft, for putting out before their Fellows. Of 
Time paft, there is no Comfort j of Joy prefent, no Stay i 
of Chance future, no Certarnty. Why t^ fliould not all 
Sorts of feigned Prophets look into the DeviPs Craft ? Who. 
deals like the Eagle with aShell-fiflip or a cunning Wreftier 
with his Mate, in hoiftin^ us up to the niceft, and moft 
fickle Points, that afterwards the Fall may be more dangerous^ 
and bis Prey eaiy; which would never come to pais, if Men 
wpuld jook imp. (be Worl^ of Gq4 with tbe Eyes of Hura- 
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bkiiefi} not' pry into the Secrets of bis Purpoft> with the 
Speftacles of Vaiii-Glorv> t!tc^ Then> after fubmittiog to 
the Judgment of his faid Patrons whether this Work (hould 
be deftroy'd or committed to the Preis, and praying that he 
might be bleiTed with his heavenly Favour in as amme Mea- 
fure as himfeif had tafted of his honourable FrienJRiip, he 
concludes this I^eMcathn ; which is followed with a fhort E-^ 
fiftle to the Reader ^ Wherein we perceive he has reformed 
to advantage his firft propofed Method of difpatching all 
bis Anfwers to the feveral Branches of Prophefy together 
in one Mafs or Lump, before the winding up of the t)if- 
courfe^ by anfwering every Part diftin&ly under its proper 
Head) for good Reafons here given. After which he had 
fome Thoughts of dete<3Jne the faUe Virtues and Properties

The Work it fdf is introduced with the Story of Vlyps^ 
loitering with Ca^ce the. Sorcereis, in his return nprn Troy ; 
ftnd the Confeffion of Echink a reputed Prophet> how vain 
ftll Pretenlions are this Way* Here we have a Dlvifion o£ 
Frophtfies^ into divers Kinds, with a Rejedion of them, 
and a compendious Way offer'd to be (atisfied in the Ju- 
flice of fuch Treatment thereof. Firfl, by pointing out the 
Caufes which induce Men to embark their Hope on fo 
faithlefi a Bottoin as that of Prophefies. Secondly, by 
<Mfproving all thefe Kinds thereof, to make it appear what 
Pains have been taken to feduce the illiterate and unthink* 
ing Part of Mankinds Thirdly, by (hewing how our ad- 
hering to fuch Vanities is inconfiilent with the Duty of t 
true StibjeA or a good Chriftian ; from which Data or Prin- 
ciples is to be known what kind of Prophets may be tole^ 
jrated in a State. Fourthly and laftly, by gtvinga fidl An* 
fwer to fuch Areumeiits as have been ufed in Defence of 
£ich Pradices. The firft Cade then, is a Defire in Man to 
foar above the State he was put in by God. Secondly, t 
Diftruft of God^ while we diink be is not as willing by hiii 
Mercy» as abk by his Might to help us. Thirdly, a Credu«* 
lity in being. apt to believe things; we wtth-mav come to 
paft : Alfo mewic^ that many Times there neeos no more 
to the inaking* a Prophet than 4 natural and eafy Deduo- 
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tion of an. EflTed from aCaufe; with feverallnftancesbere^ 
of. Fourth and laftly, an Impatience to know beforehand) 
the Revolutions of Government, &c. Here we have fome 
Reflexions on the Burden of Honour, the Depravity of 
Ambition^ and Vanity of Divination; that it is unwarranted 
both bf Divinity and Philofophy : That if Reafon cannot 
compafs it, neither will any other Principle in Man^ and 
in what Cafes he may be provident, bu^not prophetic; 
That Melancholy is infufficient to qualify Meri with this Fa- - 
culty : And that PalSon is the Parent thereof, as Porfhiry 
maintain'd, is proved erroneous. Hence we pafe to 

Chap. II. Of Dreams. Plato the chief Patron of them. 
No Certainty to be gathered from any Thing he has writ 
on this Head. Arifiotle nearer the Truth ,* who maintains, 
That the Limits of our Knowledge are adequate only to the 
Strength or Abilities of the Soul, which in its prefent State, 
being always immerfed in Matter, &c. feems unable, upon 
the Reception of Images in fleep, to judge whether they are . 
anfwer'd by any Thing external or no. If Sleep were a 
Means to difcover Things to come, then the founder and 
-deeper the Sleep, the greatei* would be tfae Difcovery ; but 
we find cootrariwife^ that Things of Moment are revealed 
in (lumbers. This Kind of Divination moreover is contin- 
gent to the Vulgar, and not to the beft and wifeft fort of 
Men ,' and Dreams are the Ami&ment alfb of Infants, and 
even Brutes as well as human Creatures : The moft a£fe<3Jng, 
cften broken, confufed and effaced out of the Memory. Af* 
ter fome Reaibns of the Ancients for raif^ng our Regard to 
Dreams, wc have our Author's for not hcwling them. As 
.1. That fince' they arefo foon forgot, the Print they make 
mufl needs be (hallow. 2. That no judicious Man will chu(e 
Fancy for his Guides but Dreams are Fancies. 3. If Al- 
legories plcafe us, A folio's Robe was. of Purple with a 
Glofsy not (liadowy. 4. The Gods are wont tonreveal their 
Myfteries to Men fober and difcjeet ^ but we (ind none 
dream more than the Fickle and Ungodly* 5. God, who 
is Purity itfelf, will not make Dreacns the Shadows of his 
ordinary Grace. 6. We may not exped him to give fo 
fair a Colour for Man to depend more upon the Pride of bis 
Nature which is frail, than upon the Rule of Providence 
••which. is certain. 7. To be exploded,. as wha; would b« 
Cau(es of Strife and Debate. ^ 8. And withdraw our Mind 
from our Duty. 9. As they could not be diftine;ui(hed» 
the Certain from the Frivolous. 10. As tbey coukioot be 
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Valued for Grounds of Truth witboot dtoradling from the. 
facred Majefty. iij and laftly, As. we are not to meafurc 
.'Truth by the Line of Imagination. Moreover, if any 
.Aim were to be taken or Guide defign'd from Dreams^ 
fome Interpreters would be found fo expert that we could 
not err ; but they appear not : And tho* the Events flioijld 
anfwer ibme £xpofitions> who can fay this is not Chance ? 
As for admitting fome Dreams to have been fuggefted by An- 
gels, they cannot be admitted for ordinary Dreams, therefore 
make not for the Diviner^s Trade. And fince neither any 
Dreams bringoneEfied to divers Perfons, nor to the (elf-fame 
at all Times, it may be taken for a (enfele& Practice to juftify 
the Follies of a number by the Events of fome. And con- 
cerning God's not revealing himfelf by this Means, as well 
now, as he may have anciently done, here are Reaibnf 
given to (hew that his Will in this Point is not correfpond-* 
ent with his Power, Hence we proceed to 

Chap. III. Of Oracles, ' And here we have the ridiaj* 
lous Accounts which the Heathens gave of Divinations 
thereby, expofed. With Cicero^s Notion, That the Mind 
being infpired or blown up by certain Vapours or Exhala- 
tions, deliver'd thofe Oracles. )ktid OwsQueitiontothe^ 
Colie(9x)rs of ApoUo^s Offering, • w«. If he were a God, 
why did he fhrowd himfelf in the Bowels of the Earth I 
That the Iflsrnd Delphosy where flood the Idol of Afollo^ 
was infpired by Exhalations from the Ground, as main* 
tained byFlutatchy but difproved by our Author; who 
afcribes tneProphefies from fuchEffed, more to the Plough- 
men than the Priefts. : His Comparifon of the Fable, which 
fuppofcs the firfl Prophet to have been found by Chance 
in an old Vault in Hetruria^ to the Tale in Nubrigenfify 
concerning two young Children brought to Wolpet in Suf" 
folk with an Eaflern Wind. The Anfwer of Apollo' sProc^ 
'tors to the Queftion of fome Philofopbers, why Delpbos 
remaining the £thie in Subftance, Situation, and Quality as 
iifual, was notwithftanding deprived of the Virtue of afford* 
4ng Oracles, if Exhalations were interefled in the Caufe: 
With the Shift of Demetrit/s upon this Objedlion. Alfo, 
<the Argument of a wild Man for the Silence of this Ora- 
cle; who faid,^^^/^ was doing Penance. for certain Fami^ 
- liarities with Dapbney &c. So could not attend asufual, to 
the giving out Oracles. Ckero confefTes this Silence^ but 
^qyacfes the Debate of the CJaufe. And the Opinions of o^ 
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tfaers are produced; but the coining, of Cbtsfi is conchidcil 
to be the real Occafion of fuch Silence. 

Chap. IV. Of^ro%. ItsDcfinirioD. That the Houfo, 
Faces, ImageS) A(peds, e^. which ic afcriba to Planets^ 
are neither apparent to Senfe> nor revealed in Pbilofophy : 
That it i& impof&ble for one or all the Plawts to fupprefi 
fhe Properties of Nature ; as that a Child which is borja 
under a frowning Planet ihouid never laugh. A cold Pro* 
percy in Planets vainlv aflerted. The Feripateiic Principle) 
that no Planet, the Moon excepted, changes Pit^perty, duc 
by regard of Place. The Opinion of ochers> that ^ Planets 
are favourable in their Kind, but forced to degenerate by 
Malice in^ the Bodies on which thev work. That they 
work according to the Matter which they find* without 
giving a fecond Nature, or corredjng the fim. The Rea- 
fon why St. Auguftine renounced tms Study of the Stars, 
with the ridiculous Subdiviiioa of the ZoJiac bj the Pre- 
tenders to this Art. The Conceits about the AjpeSis of the 
Planets, fufSciently ihaken by this Rule inPhiiofophy: Thtt 
the Difpofition of divers Gauies tending ta one certain End, 
cannot forego their Virtue by meer Diftance, and nothing 
eUe. Things fublunary only fubjed: to Paffions and Affec* 
tions^ and) therefore, not the fupream Bodies or their Beams, 
ts Aftrologefs imagme. Upon what the ConGderadon 
oiAf^Sts depends. The Notion of AfoeAs taken up> in 
the Author's Opmbn, from the fiindry Shapes and Figunes 
of the Moon. Next is the Divination from certain Parts of 
a Planet confuted, by the Authority of its Inventors. That 
die Chaldees admitted but eleven Swos : the Forms of v4iich 
accounted for by our Author. The abfurd Reaibnings of 
Aftrologers from thefe Signs ; as alfo their Inability to ac- 
count for fuppofed Images in the Front or Face of «very 
Sign ; with their want of Reafbn or Audiority for culling 
cut only a certain number of fixed Stars as influential. 
ftpkmfs allowing to the Planets ordinary Luck> but to the 
fixed Stars Happinefs, inconcdvaUe. Bomaiui his Shtft a* 
gainft the Objedbn drawn from the Ufe| of only a certaia 
number of Stars, followed by the Reafon why Philofc^hers 
defined Chance aadFortune to be Caufes not in diemKlve^ 
but by Accident. The Argument, That »£v«nts> which 
draw their Virtue rather from the Means ifriiich happen by 
dse way, tiian from the firft Intent ; from Formne than 
from Forefight; (eem to be brought to pafi byCtonce al* 
together, in refpe^ of us j objefted to, by a Compariiba 
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v^hich in QO mfe holds, viz. That w^ may guefi at tke 
Oxnrfe of lliiigs by porii^dn the StatrS) as well as a Car^ 

enter at the Goodnefs of a Trame by knowing the Timber, 
herefore all Knowledge from remoteft Caufes, as from 
the Planets, is obfcurc. PlatOy tho' nearcft the Truth, when 
he fays, That all Planets are benevolent, is yet oppofed by 
the Pianetarians to keep up their Scheme. No prefcribing 
with certainty,^where, upon ocie Change, {o many others 
follow ; as' in this Art. The Dtvifions of Aftfologers in their 
Fundamentals. Alfo a Queftfon put to th^m, Whether, 
(touching Thii^ which are perfeftcd in Tim^ we Ihould 
^ guefe according to the Minute wherein the Work is firft 
conceived in our Thought, or wbe» it is begun, or when 
it is perfe(^ed; or when only part and not the whole is 
finifhed. Some Opinions herein ; with the Application of 
the Queftion : As that j fince the time of Conception is un-^ 
certain, we mnft take our Aim by that of the Birth, as the 
ianly Mark we have vo guide us. Halj\ Attempt to prove the 
time of Conception and Birth to be the feme ; with the divers 
Accidents concurring before we oan take the certain Minut« 
of any Birth. -I^e abfurd Reply of fomc hereto. Cdm- 
caonweakhs aUb, as prefumed to have thdr Fates> the Ob- 
jcft of thefe Pretenders. They are qiteftionM ^ain, whe- 
ther they believe that ' Influence they talk of, univer- 
fil i from aU the Heavens, or from the Planets only ? Shew- 
ing that it pinches them which way foevehr they take it. 
And after obferving, that the Angela know nothing but aa 
God has revealed it to them, concludes, we muft be 
\ Fools in thinking that amr Thinp can be (Ufcemed in an 

Epbetnerhy which is but tne Device of Man. Here we en- 
ter upon the Arguments to be drawn from Experience upon 
' this Subjed: ; and after its Definitk)n we have the Realbns 
why it will make nothing in favour fbr aftrological Diviha^ 
tions. That from the Fligbtsof Birdu and Bowels of Beajfs 
Gueiles and Inferences were fomctimes anfwered by Events, 
but not from &e Influence of thofe Things which werefup^ 
-pc^ed to be the Caufes. Thus tho' a War fhoidd foltow an 
Etttpftj we may find a more real and ratk)iial OHife. Next 
wc have an Examination of the dreaded Events Qf€imets. 
How divided the Opinions of the Ancients about them^ 
The Objedk>n drawn from Experience, of Cotmtt that have 
brought forth one Efleft, anfwered. That nothing can be 
predkSred from them, becauft of their Inconftanoy in time 
«nd pk9f pf Appearance, M^tioo^ Figure^ Conti0uaBee» 
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Q^HcieS} &€, The Arguments for their denotiog the Deaths 
of Princes difproved id every Branch. That they have died 
oftoer after the glaring of a Rainbow. That many great 
Princes here named> had not their Deaths foretold by any 
Con^ets. Obfervations on the Plenty and Profperity that 
rather folbw'd them ; and Health, ex6mplify*d in Queen 
Blizahth) who. never was in better State of Body than 
during the twenty five Years of her Reign, in which many 
Comets app^ar'd. And here our Author affirms, as an Eye- 
Witnefs, " That when divers fcrupulouflydiffuadcd her Ma- 
** jefty at IRkhm^nd from looking at the Comet which aps- 
^ peared laft (in 1572) with a Courage anfweraUe to the 
^ greatncfi of her Stated flie caufW the Window to be fet 
" open, and cail out thde Words, ^6fa tfi idea ; The Dke 
<« ^re thfonm .'Affirming that her flet^afi Hope a^d Cmfir 
^ denee was Uofitmlj planted in the Frovidevfe jf God^ to 
*^ ife blafied or alighted, nviih thofe Beamty wicb either 
^ had a Grouftfl in Nature vjhereon to ri/f , or at Itafi no 
** Warrant in Scripture to portend the Mjhaps of Prim- 
*^ cef. Behold a Woman, and a Queen, which feem to be 
<< the Kinds and: Callings, upon which the Comets, if Ar 
" ftpplc^ersfpeak Truth, arelwontto prey^ and yet flie not 
«' only relenteth not to common Fear, but infulteth rather 
** up«i coinmon Folly ! Then we have a fine Compliment 
** paid to her Majcfty for her numerous Virtues^ which 
<' might make^her an Exception to the common Rule; 
** becaufe Wifdom governs the Stars.^ Next wq hav6 the 
Fancies of thofe who afcribe the Caufe of Earthquakes to 
Pianos, condemned ; with an Anfwer to the Demand why 
Wf 4nay not as lawfully feek out the Properties of Stars as en 
Stones, Metals, (ire Shewing, that to fearcb for that in 
the Sky which may be found nearer hand, is repugnant to 
Philofophy. And beCaufe fome Countenance their Preten- 
lions by ^fironomy^ 'tis here diftinguifli'd what Parts of Na- 
.ture this Science confiders, and in what Manner the Rules 
Of Propoficions of any Art fhould be lawful, triie and agreed 
able to Nature, which cannot be found in Aftrology. Ar- 
guments taken from Phyfick, Phyfiognomy, and Naviga* 
tion to prove it an Art of no avail. Againft the AfiertioB 
that it is impoffible to gather any certain Knowledge of 
Things which are brought forth by the Concourfe oi&fctt 
difunited Accidents : 'tis affirm'd by tiie* other fide> Poverty, 
Sicknefs, Death, ere. fhould rather bear the Name of Ad* 
herents than of Accidents^ foraimucb ss they .claeve.tp 
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^eSttbjedl, having a certain Foundation or Ground ac the 
fioccocn of our 'Natures^ and the falflty <tf this Affirniatioi^ 
, expofed. Did Pbinets convey fuch Qualittes^and Influences 
as arepietended.^ then mud; they ^ork'the like Ef&6l'$ on 
Beafts. No Credit to thV Artj that Ariftotle affirms, thcfc 
iower Parts or Earth do* 4gonfine upon the higher ; ^nor that 
Perifons inhaMttng under the Meridian are exceeding tttno^ 
•rous^ efiemiriatey-ej^^. Norlaftly, ^\i^KMHanchtii^k^Sixx!Ci!iy 
That Chilcbrea which are born in the eighth' Month nevet 
Jiuc The DoArkie of^ Inundations, Plagues, iS^. proceed- 
ing .from the Contagion of the Air^ the Air receiving this 
Contagion from tw Planets, and the Planets' being the 
Caufes of our Mifefy,'confidery and anfwerM, by a paralidi 
Cafe of the Heart in Man. H^/j^'s^Inftanee alfo of Floods^ 
and parching Heats from Planets, being fonie cold, others 
hoti excepted to. 'With the Author's Advice to well-difpbfed 
Wit8> to direA thei^ Enquiries only to Things that may be 
Jcnown. • . ^

The Perfagcs of Dearth in 1558 
tenfuced^ by iti proving a plentiful Year; The Diiappomt-' 
na^t of i^Ahkat who built him a Houfe on HMrrow-HiJl^ 
to &cure him from the threaraed Deluge, when it proved 
a;. Ye^r of great Drought. The Delufions, by Figures and 
Images, in the old painted ManuTcripts, and in the Herald's 
Bqw«, and thole pretended to be preferved in religioiis 
Hqufcsj 2S Merim's Prophecies, which .were chain'd to the 
Desks in many Ltbraries. The Ufe made of Women in 
tbefe prophetickQxunages: Thus JMontanm wrought by 
jifajcimUay the • Fremch by their Fucelk de Dmtp and oat 
EffgM/b Anabaptifb by their Hofy Maul of Kent. The vain 
Pjefumption of FerJungus a Prophet in the Reign of King 
HenrjfVUL Inftances of the Ruioof feveral Princes by 
adhering to the Advice of Magicians, Aftroloeers, and Pro-

The prefent Government, Extent, and Value 
of the Biihoprick. Whence we proceed to the Monu- 
ments y beginning with King Sebba% (o pafs to other Saxon 
Princes, and feveral Bi(hops of London j who were here in-< 
tcrr'd, particularly, that U^tlliamy a Normafiy who was 
Bifliop of. tliis Diocefle at the Conqueft, and who obtain- 
ed of William the Conqueror ^ a Grant to ,this City, of Li- 
berties in as ample a Manner, as it enjoy'd them under £</- 
^ard the Confeffor : Which in our modern Englifb runs> 
thus, " Williamy King, greets William^ Bifliop, and God^^ 
" jfr^j Portgrave, and all the Borough of London^ French^ 
<* and Englip^ friendly. And I make known to you, that 
" ye be worthy to enjoy all That Law and Privilege which 
" ye did in the Daysof King Edtuard : • And I will That 
« every Child be his Father's Heir after his Father's De- 
'^ ceafe : And I will not fuffer that any Man do unto you 
*' any Injury. God you keep." But becaufe the Words 
of this Grant (which was fealed with green Wax) were 
written in the Evglijb fpoken at the Conqueil, that is, the 
Saxon Tongue ; we have here gratified the Curious with a 
Tranicript of it at the bottom of the Page *. We have 
here alfo fome Infcriptions and Memoirs of certain noble 
Peribnages, who were there buried ^ as John of Gaunt^ and 
his Wives, Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln^ Sir Simon Burley

Ari Account of the Cteyfter oft or Jon 
Church-yard, on the north Side of the Cathedral, where the 
fineft Monuments were crcftcd, and round the Walh of 
WfJidft wa$ artfully painted the celebrated Dance of Purir/'s, or 
DeJtlfsDdint^y being the Pifture of Death, leading forth aB 
C^ees of Men. With an Account of the demolifliing the 
Chappel in that Yard, founded by Tbo. Beckefs Father, 
anci c^her adjacent Cha^pek and Monuments in St. taulsy 
hyEdioard Duke of Somerfit. Sonic further mention of 
Sxr'Jdhn Poultnej and hfs Benefaftions. ' And of feveral 
ShfiMes in honour of Holy Perfon^ buried here. Alfo the 
Dimenfions of the Cathedral df Edifice itfelf, and Altitude, 
being 534. Foot high frotrif the Ground, before it was fited 
Ivith Lightning in* 1087. With a Cdmpirffon between 
this Cathedral artd ' that t>f Tttffite Bttme at Varis. As to 
tfhe Succcilion of Bifliops in this See of tjond&Hy they were 
89 in number, Bi(ho|) Lavd governing the fame at this 
time.

In St. Mary 
Aldermanhuryy upon occafion of a ^lan's Shank-Bone 
twenty eight Inches long, hanging in the Cloyfter about 
this Church-yard, we have a fliort Differcation upon Giants,

In Su 
Mary Aldermary^ ibme Notice of the Blounts \jycd& Mount'- 
joy. In St. MkhaeFs Fater-nofter^ the Foundation of Whit^ 
tington College, by Richard Whittington four times Lord 
Mayor of London ; who was three times buried in his owa 
Church ; with his Latin Epitaph ,* and fome further Me* 
morial of his Benefa(3:ions.. In St. MichaeFs Crooked Lane^ 
the Burial and Epitaph of Sir William Walworth Lord Mayor 
of London^ who flew Wat Tyler the Rebel, and died 1383. 
In St. Feter's Cornhilly an Infcription aflerting it to be the 
firft Church founded in London^ by King Lttcius^ Anno. 179. 
and further of the Archbifliop's See he founded in this City, 
and the Succeffion therein. In St. Bartholmev/s Exchange, 
of Empjbn and Dudley. In Augufiine Friers, the Burials of 
Sohun Earl of Bjffex, Richard Fitz-Alan JSarl of Arundel^ 
John Vere Earl of Oxford, WslHam Marquefle Berkeley , Ed* 
'ward Stafford Duke of Buckingham, and Edward eldeft Soa 
of Edward the Black Prince. In Crouched Friers, JohnBof'* 
telofs Petition td Secretary Cromwell agaitlft the Prior of 
the faid Crofed Friers, who was found naked in Beiwith a 
Wench at noon-day.

Alfo fome Charafters in praife of Humphry Duke of 
Gfoucefier there buried, from Camden and Abbot IVhetham" 
fiedy with fome Intimations of Qyeen Margarefs fatal Ma- 
lice towards him; his being ftrangled in 144.6; his Bene- 
faftions to Oxfordy and this Abbey ; the Epitaph pencil'd 
on the Wall near his Tomb; with an Item of the Miraclp 
which he wrought upon the blind Impoftor. And here we 
have the Succeffion of all the Abbots of St. Albans from 
the Foundation by King Of a down to Jdhn Whethamfled 
aforelaid ; of whom, more copioufly than of all the reft,, 
efpecially his Benefafiions, Buildings, e^r. with abundance 
of Verfes and Ipfcriptions in Ltattn thereon. Here alfo we 
have an EngliJIj Infcription declaring this Town to be the 
Birth-place of Sir John Mandevile that famous Traveller, 
who wrote in fhree Languages his Itinerary of thirty three 
Years : Alfo his l^atin Epitaph in Profe and Verfe on hist 
Toinb in the City of JLeige^ as copied by. our Author from 
thence, by which it appears Sir John died on the i5th of 
Novewiher 1571. Further of feveral eminent Perfon3 buried . 
here, who have no Infcriptions ; as Egfrid King of the 
Mefciansy who died Anno y^6.. Kobert Mowbray Earl of 
Northumberlandy and Monk, who died 1 io5. And Alex- 
dnder Necham Abbot of Cfrencefter^ who died 12 1 7. Then 
follow Drayton^s Verfes on the Foundation and Faill of this 
Abbey J a fliort Memorial of fome Nobility flain in this 
Town in the Qiiarre! of Tbrt and Lancafier^ from fome 
ancient Verfe of John Gov)et and Harding. Alfo certain 
Epitaphs in Latin for feveral religious Perfons and others 
' h^Ve intcrr'd, by the Abbot Whethamjhd aforefaid : Con- 
cluding with a fliort Account of the Privil^es of this Abbey. 
So we proceed to other Churches in this County, and the 
lofaiptions in them tiU we come to S9fv>tlty acidforae adja* 

cent 
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cent Spittles ; near which, they have the large Manner of 
Goromberyy where the Lord Keeper Sir Nicholas Baeon^ a 
Man of rare Wit and deep Experience, built a Seat ; the 
Ornaments and Infcriptions whereon, and efpecially in the 
Banquctting-Houfe, are here defcribed. ki'Redhorney we 
have an Account of St, Amphihalus the Martyr. , In Mer^ 
gi^tej the remarkable Petition of three Nuns there, from an 
old MS. in the Cotton Library : The Words.whereof are 
fignificant and modeft, if not mifinterpreted. In Kin^s Lang- 
ley^ the Foundation of the Friery, and a Character of Ed^ 
mund Flantaginet Duke of Tork^ from Harding and 5/aw, 
who fays he died 1402. Alfo of Pierce Gavefien Earl of 
CorniDaliy from Speedy Robert of Ghuceftery Stow^ Danieij, 
^Leiandy and fome Records in the Tov)er, In Stavdon^ a 
Cbaradler of Sir Ralph Sadkir, In Digfcoelly an Explanation 
of the Word Efyuire j and hence, after a Parifli or two 
more, we areled into Essex, and a View of the Religious 
Foundations, with the Monurhents and Infcriptions therein, 
beginning at Wefiham with the Foundation and Interments 
there : Alfo an Explanation of the OfEce of Sewar. At 
Bafkingy an Account of the firft Nunnery in England. Ac 
Raieghy Copies of fome rhiming Deeds of Gift by Edivard 
the ConfeJfoTy King Athelfianey and William the Conqueror, 
At Maldeny of Cunobeline or Kimb aline YiAng of Britainy and 
fome of the Darcies. At Colchefiery of the firft Builder 
thereof Prince Coely and of the Abbey founded by Robert 
Lord Fitzwater. At Earls Colney of the ancient Family of 
the f^eres; and further of them in Cajlle Hennivgham. -In 
Sible Hemnghamy an Account of the famous Sir John 
Ha*wke*wood a Tanner's Son in this Village, bred a Taylor, 
but being preffed into the Wars under iCing Edward III. 
performed fuch gallant Adions that heovas knighted by that 
King, married the Daughter of the Duke of Milari^ Bro- 
ther, died 1394, and bad$ noble Equeftrian Monument 
ereSed to his Memory, by the Florentines; alfo one in this 
Church, and another in the Priory of Heningham Cafile.

In T5/- 
ney Smeethy an antique Sepulchre, upon which an Axle- 
Tree and Cart-Wheel are carved, in memory of Hikifricky 
who with thofe Weapons inftead of Sword and Buckler, 
put to flight an encroaching Landlord and all his Forces, 
who would have monopoliz'd their Common. Macb like 
what is here alfo recorded, of one Hay a Scotch Man, who 
reinforced his Countrymen againft the Danesy with no o- 
ther Weapon than an Oxe Yoke, which is here alfo cele- 
brated by Johnfion the Scotch Poet before mention'd. Af- 
ter which follows.

Index alone, at the End) 
b^s been, and will be a Work of great Ufe to many fuc-
